Tho soldiers caught one 
of tho robbers and took him back to Fez, 
where he was flogged until he told the names 
of his accomplices. Tho Government com- 
pensated Mr. Benatreil with a payment of 
"00. Several similar uttacks have been 
made upon caravans from Fez lately. In 
ouo eaao the robbers obtained booty amount- 
ing to $5,000.

Widely Differing Accounts of Its Im- 
portance and Probable 
Outcome. 



Indian Agent Todd at Work— Experi- 
ence of Two Steamers— Official 
Information.

" Indian Agent Todd left Bella Bella for 
homo on March 7," saya the Colonist's 
Northern correspondent in his news letter 
just received. " It ia reported that ho has 
had a great deal of trouble with the In- 
diana, but I have l>3on unable to obtain full 
particulars. I will investigate at onco." 

The letter from which tho above extract 
is mudo waa mailed from Inverness and 
reached hero by the Danube on Sunday 
night. The same steamer brought aa pas- 
sengers Mr. James Codville, wife and child, 
who aro on thoir way from Bella Bella to 
their old homo in Vancouver, and who, 
coming direct from tho scene of Indian dis- 
content, ere able to give the fullest particu- 
lars up to date. Nlr. Codville is a gentle- 
man well known and respected in all parls 
of the Province, and his opinion is therefore 
entitled to rrspeot. \\ hat hu thinks of " the 
Sorrow Islunrl business" is summed up in 
the following words : 

"I am very much afraid that if energetic 
action is not taken very soon by tho author- 
ities. Northern British Columbia will see 
active hostilities commenced between the 
O-wee-kanos (River's Inlets), Bella Btllas 
and Bella Coolas, on tho one aide, and their 
enemies, tho Kitkatlahs, on the other. I 
have been around among theEO Indians for 
years, I know their language, and I can con- 
sequently catch tbjc drift of their convcrsa- 
tion among themselves. Besides, I had a 
talk with the chief of tho Bella Bellas just 
before I came down, and he shares my views. 
I have juat now returned, from Government 
House, having, promised tho Bellas to lay 
tho matter before Lieut. -Governor Dowduey 
himself as soon as I reached Victoria." 

Readers of the Colonist will remember 
tho last reports from River's Inlet, given in 
an interview with a trader named O'Brien, 
on February 25. It was then Btated that 
three war canoes, manned by O-wco-kanoa, 
Bella Bollaa and liellu Coolas were leaving 
River's Inlet, intending to viait Sorrow Is- 
land, and if they there found tho bones of 
their companions, wreak summary vengeance 
on tho Kitkatlahs. These plans were, how- 
ever, somewhat interfered with owing to 
tho action of Indian Agent Todd. 

According to Mr. Codville's story — obtain- 
ed irom Chief Charlie of tho Bella BcIIuh, 
who acted as Mr. Todd'a interpreter during 
his trip — the Indian Agent has visited Sor- 
row Island and found there portiona of a 
canoe in which many bulleta are embedded, 
and which he took homo with him, pro- 
nouncing them " good evidence." Pieces of 
ropo, cut apparently with some sharp instru- 
ment, were also found, as well aa frag- 
ments of a tent and a number 
of depressions in the ground high above tin 
Bea level which are supposed to murk tin 
scene of the struggle between tho O-wee 
kanos and tho murderous Kitkatlahs. The 
bodies wore not unearthed, nor tho bones, 
very probably because tho Indian agent was 
awaro that he would have to postpone hia 
investigations at the island if he wished to 
prevent immediate trouble at River's Inlet. 

When Mr. Todd, who was accompanied 
by Rev. Mr. Hopkins, the Methodise mis- 
sionarv, reached River's Inlet on the Gov- 
ernment steamer Vigilante, a council 
"uaw-waw" was in progress. All the 
O-wee-kanos wore their blankets close about 
them, their knives, and in aome cases re- 
volvers, ready underneath. Nine canoe 
loads of Kitkatlahs who had come down to 
protest their iuuoccnco were similarly 
attired, and wore ready knives under their 
blankets. Tho Bella Bellas and Bella 
Cooias, who having promised their support 
to the O-wee-kanos, attended their council 
by invitation, wero also prepared for any 
emergency. Only a Bhort time after the 
arrival of tho Vigilante tho chief of the 
O-wee-kanos made an attempt to hurl him 
self on one of hia enemies, but was seized aud 
held by Mr. Todd and Bella Bella Churlio 
Ho was not a patient prisoner, but literally 
foamed with rage, and asked if the Kit- 
katlahs might como and kill his people, 
while he and his tribe wero to refrain from 
punishing. His knife and revolver were 
taken from him by the Indian agent. 

Mr. Todd then had a talk with tho 
Indians and left soon after, towing tho nine 
canoes filled with Kitkatlahs back to their 
homo. This proceeding waa quite agreeable 
to the Kitkatlahs, who were outnumbered 
two to one, but proportionately distasteful 
to the Indiana of the River's Inlet, Bella 
Bella und Bella Coola tribea, who insisted 
that everyone of tho Kitkatlah tribe should 
have been arrested, and that if they were 
allowed to go home they would return by 
the outside passage at tho firat opportunity 
and aink the incriminating bodica supposed 
to he buried on Sorrow Island, far out 
at sea. 

Bella Bella Charlie, though chief of hia 
tribe, feela far from anxious for the glory of 
leading hia men to battle. When ho bade 
Mr. Codville good-byo ho was trembling 
with fear. By adviaiug conciliation and 
acting aB interpreter for Mr. Todd ho had 
incurred tho enmity of hia own tribe, the 
Bella Coolas and the O-wee-kanos, while the 
Kitkatlahs had sworn to kill him within 
thirty day8 for bringing tho " policeman 
tyhee " down on them. The poor wretch 
when the Danube paeBed hia homo waa 
afraid of every flouting log, tniatuking it for 
a canoo laden with avenging Kitkatlahs. 

Mr. Codville urges the necessity of as- 
suring tho discontented O-weo-kanos, Bella 
Bellas and Bella Coolas that their complaint 
ia being investigated, and that if their 
countrymen havo been murdered juatice will 
bo done and tho guilty punished. If they 
aro left to nurse their grievance he feels 
certain tho settlement of tho difficulty will 
bo hard. 

If they would devoto their attention to 
each other," ho explains, " there wouldn't, 
much harm done — even if all were killed. 
They're a worthless set for tho most part. 
But once got them started, and all the 
whites up North will be in danger." 

Other information from the North tends 
to give tho situation an aspect yet more 
e. Mr. K. Cunningham hos a letter 
from his son, " Captain George," received 
Sunday evening, in which it is Btated that 
the Chieftain has been forced to abandon 
tho halibut iiahing and go up tho Nans after 



oolichans. Tho steamer carried Kitkatlah 
fishormen who fled at the approach of the 
O-wee-kanos. Tho latter had learned that 
tho Kitkatlah chief wub using the very gun 
carried by tho chief of tho party supposed 
lo have been murdered, and they seized tho 
gun as a strong pieeo of circumstantial evi- 
dence. Tho Kitkatlahs do not deny the 
identity of the gun. but say it waa bought 
from a Nah-wit-tah. When tho Chieftain 
last saw the O-wee-knnos, they wero in 
hard pursuit of the lleoing Kitkatlahs. 

The Coquitlam, also down from tho North 
on Sunday, reports a subsequent encounter, 
in which shots wero oxchanged. Tho Kit- 
katlahs in this caso wore the aggressors, 
the party attacked being hia Indian fishor- 
men, members of the 15ellu Coola tribe, 
allies of the O-wee-kanos. Tho price paid 
for the halibut was made the pretext for the 
quarrel, und the ship had to steam away to 
escape tho shower of bullets. Afterwards 
tho Indiana boarded tho ship, and after 
searching for Bella Coolas, and not finding 
them where they had stowed away, de- 
parted apparently satisfied. Capt. McLel- 
lan also urges immediate action on the part 
of tho authorities. 

Directly contradictory of the fears ex- 
pressed by those quoted above is tho ap- 
pended letter received last evening from tho 
manager of the River's Inlet cannery, who 
was asked, on leaving for tho North, to 
communicate tho facts of the case to tho 
authorities : 

River's Inlet, March s, 18!)3. 
8. IJuascy, Superintendent of Provincial 
Police : 

Dear Sir:— There is no excitement among 
the Indiana to be feared. 1 am sending a news 
item to the Columbian which will explain tho 
matter. 1 remain, etc.,

CAPITAL NOTES. 



Serious Errors in Connection With 
the Franco-Canadian Treaty— Ex- 
chequer Court Judgments. 



British Columbia and the Dominion- 
Col. Prior's Motion-World's 
Fair Matters. 



(From our own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, March 13.— The Franco-Cana- 
dian treaty got a bud raking' over to-night 
from both aides. Hon. G. E. Foster in a 
long explanation said Canada had bound 
herself to givo favored nation treatment to 
France, not only in the articles mentioned 
in the treaty, but also in all other articles 
in which sho gave favored treatment to other 
countries. This was not tho intention of 
tho Canadian Government, which had ex- 
pressly agreed to givo favored nation treat- 
ment only an far as tho articled named in 
tho treaty were concerned. Tho Canadian 
commissioners had committed an error 
in signing a treaty with such pro- 
visions. Moreover an important coucesaion 
relative to Canadian shipping had beeu 
minimized by the new French shipping act. 
In other reapects the interpretation of the 
tho treaty was doubtful, qualifying clauses 
depriving Canada of any special advantages 
she would obtain, for iiiBtunce, the provision 
re preserved fish was so worded as to shut 
out canned salmon. The recent reduction 
in duties on goods entering St. Pierre do 
Miquelon wero not exclusive to Canada, 
but applied to the whole world, although 
the Government, originally thought them 
exclusive. Under all the circumatances it 
waa not propo8ed to aak the House to ratify 
the treaty at present. 

Hon. Mr. Laurier said tho fiasco showed 
the necessity of Canada making her own 
commercial treaties. What ahe had got 
was scarcely better than a comedy. 

Col. Prior moved for a return showing 
the revenue and expenditure of the Do- 
minion by provinces from June 30th, 
1880, to June ."lOth, 1892. He claimed that 
the people of British Columbiu hud not re- 
ceived a fair proportion of the Federal ex- 
penditures. It waa not fair that the ex- 
penditure should be based upon population. 
All the people of British Columbia asked 
was just treatment und equitable expendi- 
ture. Tho motion paased. 

Sir John Thompson Bent a letter from 
New York expressing thanks for the kind- 
ness shown him on his departure from 
Ottawa. 

Three divorce bills passed the Commons 
on a voto of 72 to 31. 

There was an extended discussion on Mr. 
Charlton's motion this afternoon in fa\or of 
closing the Canadian section of tho World's 
Fair on Sundays. Hon. Mr. Foster suid 
Canada would adopt whatever course was 
being followed. He suggested that tho 
matter be left in tho hands of the Govern- 
ment. Mr. Charlton refused to adopt the 
suggestion. The debuto was adjourned by 
7G to 34. 

In the Exchequer Court to-day Judge 
Burbridge decided the case of the Queen vs. 
Furwell in favor of tho Crown, thus 
ordering Furwell to execute to tho Crown a 
surrender of the lands involved (tho Revel- 
atoke townBito.). 

In tho case of the Queen vs. Deiners, in- 
volving tho title to lot 1, group 1, Osoyooa 
division of Yale Diatriot, tho judge decided 
againat tho right of the Crown to such lauds, 
with costs for Demers. 

W. Fitzgeruld, of London, has been ap- 
pointed County Judgo of Welland; A. B. 
Klein, Walkerton, Junior Judge of Bruce. 

H. J. F. Schwallcr, of Thorold, waa grant- 
ed a divorce to-day. His wdfo deaerted him 
and committed bigamy. 

Tho Senate had a short session. Hon. 
Mr. Angers is sick. 

For the Vandrcvil election tho writ has 
been issued. Nomination, April 5 ; polling 
a week later. 

An animated discussion took placo rela- 
tive to the branding of cheese in transit 
through Canada, Hon. Mr. Foster said 
tho Government would tako steps to 
identify Canadian produce. 

Mr. Davin'a motion against grinding 
wheat in bond wus discussed to-day. 



THE SCANDAL. 

Farther Important and Interesting 
Developments— M- Bourgeois Vindi- 
cates His Honor. 

The Ministerial Declaration Approved 
—.Justice to Bo Allowed to Take 
Its Course.

PARIS, March 13. — An hour before the 
opening of tho Chamber of Deputies to day 
un excited crowd hud gathered at the Pulais 
Bourbon. When tho proceedings began the 
strangers' galleries wero full and thero was 
hardly a placo on tho floor of tho houao 
vacant. Tho absence of M. Bourgeois, ex- 
Minister of Justice, who was defending 
himself on the witness stand in tho Assize 
court, delayed the attack which the 
Boulangists und Royalists were ready to 
mako upon tho Government. Nobody, 
however, left tho chamber ; all sat patient 
und expectant, awaiting the coming of tho 
faliin Minister from the courtroom. 
Eventually M. Bourgeois entered tho cham- 
ber and amid intense silence took his pluce 
u considerable distance from the Ministerial 
benches. Tho business in hand was speedily 
finished and Armand DePres, Republican 
deputy for the Seine, mado the interpella- 
tion of which he hud already given notice 
concerning the Government^ knowledge of 
M. Soinoury's interview with Madame 
Cottu. Tho testimony given by Madame 
Cottu, he said, hud shaken tho whole Re- 
publican party. It indicated that thinga 
hud been concculed which should not havo 
happened or, if they had happened, should 
have been brought to light at onco by those 
in power. The enemies of tho Republican 
party had found in Madame Cottu'a testi- 
mony an excuse for accusing the Govern- 
ment of smothering tho investigation of the 
Panama scandal when poaaible, und, when 
not poaaible, of utilizing it for political pur- 
poses. The neceaaity of a frank statement 
was apparent to all. Had or had not the 
Government instructed M. Soinoury in hia 
cpurao with Mmo. Cottu ! 

Godfrey Cavaignac, Republican deputy 
for tho Sartho, waa received jvith checra aa 
he entered the Speaker's tribune. Ho de- 
fined briefly the peculiar position into 
which the Government had been brought by 
Mme. Cottu's testimony, and he exhorted 
the ministers, aa they valued tho prosperity 
of the Republic, to speak out foarleasly tho 
whole truth. If the charges mado by Mme. 
Cottu were true, tho Booner the truth were 
told the better, for tho posaibility of such 
things aa those related on Saturday in the 
Court of AsBizes would betray a stute of af- 
tairs too ubominablo to bo endured. 

When M. Bourgeois, pale, although aelf- 
posaesaed, walked to the speakers' tribune, 
the hush of expectancy was almost 
painful. He began huskily, but, 
quickly clearing hia throat, shouted 
"The charges aro utterly false. I have 
been before tho court and answered every- 
thing. I havo now the right to hold up my 
head; thero is nobody to gainBay it." After 
tho applause and cheers had subsided, M. 
Bourgeois repeated much of tho statement 
which ho had mado in court. 

M. Ribot aaid that M. Bourgeois had vin- 
dicated hia own honor. Ho himself would 
not vindicate the honor of the Government. 
The story told by Mme. Cottu, ho said, 
when not false was distorted. M. Loubet 
had told the Premier that M. Soinoury had 
been requested by an intermediary to grunt 
an interview to Mme. Cottu. M. Soinoury 
had understood that Mme. Cottu had 
merely wished to ask that sho might bo 
allowed to boo her husband. M. Loubet 
had authorized M. Soinoury to re- 
ceive her supposing sho had no other 
business in view than to visit M. 
Cottu. Later, Mmo. Cottu had requested 
that sho have un interview with the Prefect 
of Police. Was this another subterfuge ? 
Did thia woman wish to luy a trap for 
tho Prefect ulao? 

A atorm of proteatutiona of " Bhame !" and 
" falsehood ! " from the Boulangist und 
Royalist mcmbera rendered inaudible the 
Premier'a next words. Boulangist Deputy 
Millevoie, shaking his fist at M. Ribot, 
shouted " Ia that French honor?" " I re- 
fuao to listen to such calumnies against a 
woman. Your language ia a diagraco to 
the French tribune, ahamo on yourself ! " 
During the applauao and cheers following 
this outbreak several other Boulangists 
rose and pointing to the Premier called up- 
on him to take back his words. 

M. Ribot waited patiently until tho dis- 
order hud passed, and then said that he 
felt satisfied that the Government had been 
remiBa in no duty. Perhaps, it the Govern- 
ment had not lent itsolf to so many promises 
it would not have so many enemies. It had 
devoted itself earnestly and honestly to the 
best interests of the Reptblic, which was 
now being uasailcd. Tho Republican party 
must remember that tho attacks now direct- 
ed againat the Government were intended 
to shako Republican institutions in France, 
and tho men who would not see tho disrup- 
tion of the great State, which had been 
twenty years in maturing, ought to rally in 
all loyalty to the Ministers' support. 

Lo Provost Delaney, deputy for tho Cotes 
du Nord.said that despite tho Government's 
readiness with professions und declarations, 
it apparently had no tlesire to throw light 
upon tho Panama scandal. Thero was an 
ell'ort to dismiss tho matter with as little 
expoauro und ns few convictions us possible 
Tho French people wero witnessing a 
travesty of justice at a time when the wholn 
power of tho law should be invoked by the 
Government to punish impartially all who 
were guilty, whether high or low. (Cheora.) 

Godfrey Cavaignac agreed with Lo Pro- 
voat Dolancy, that the Government wa3 not 
dealing frankly with tho people. There 
wus something constuntly in progress bo- 
tween scones. Tho Government had shown 
weakneas, if nothing worse, at a time when 
it ought to have acted with impartiality 
and energy. It was high time for tho min- 
istry to Btop protending and to prove its 
energy by going to tho bottom of the 
scandal, clearing it up und thus ending the 
spectacle which wus bringing disgrace to 
the Republic. This spectucle had lusted 
long enough, and it was the Government's 
duty to cease temporizing and striko at its 
roots. 

Pouquey de Boissorin, amid repeated in- 
terruptions from tho right, aaid that Mme. 
Cottu's statement was undoubtedly the part 
of a plot, agiinst tho Government. Gustavo 
Riva, Republican deputy for tho Iaer, moved 
that the chamber is determined to let jus- 
tice take its course and bring tho truth to 



light, and further approves the declaration 
of tho Ministry. 

ThiB motion wus accepted by M. Ribot, 
and was pasaed by a voto of 297 to 228. 

At the Panama trial to-duy M. Soinoury, 
lato chiof of tho detective depirttnent, made 
a long statement to tho efleot that neither 
M. Bourgeois nor uuy other Minister was in 
any way responsible for his interview with 
Mmo. Cottu. Relative to tho furnishing by 
Mme. Cottu of information implicating 
membors of the oxtreme Right in the Puna- 
ma scandal, ho himself had originated 
tho idea of a conference with her 
and had arranged the meeting without com- 
municating with his superiors. For piofes- 
aional ruaaona ho deemed it beat to keep tho 
matter Becret. He believed that he was 
only doing hia duty in trying to got at tho 
centre of the scandal. The uhurges that ho 
hud threatened Mine. Cottu, or had prom- 
ised her any favor in return for information 
which she might givo him, wero utterly 
false. 



TOltONTO TOPICS. 

J. K. Cameron Dead— Lady Mowat Danger- 
ously HI— Toronto's Municipal Taxation 
—Ontario's Succession Tax. 

TORONTO, March 13.— (Special)— J. K. 
Cameron, secretary-treuBtirer of tho Mono- 
tary Times company, died suddenly last 
night. He was aged 30 years, and for 
eighteen years past had been connected 
with the Monetary Times. 

Mrs. Helen Swutzter, a lady of moans 
from Port Arthur, ia under detention here 
for insanity, She first attracted attention 
by refuaing to pay her faro on tho street 
car, declaring she had paid it in Port 
Arthur. 

Tho succession tax imposed by tho 
Ontario Legislature hus now been in forco 
about a yeur. So far a Bum aggregating 
more than 8100,000 has ucorued to tho 
Province. 

Lady Mowat is seriously ill. Sho was 
suddenly and unexpectedly stricken yester- 
day with paralysis. The shock was induced 
by a Eevero attack of congestion of the 
brain. The doctor reports that there is no 
hope of recovery. 

Fred C. Davis, a young man from Bolton, 
attempted to puBS a S5 clumsily ruised to a 
SoO, and was arrested here yesterday.

On re- 
turning to Downing street, in the morning,, 
ho immediately went to bed, which is his 
usual remedy for any indisposition. Mr. 
Gladstone's fever has risen somewhat thia 
evening, and ho suffers from oppression of 
the luug8. Sir Androw Clark still re- 
fuses to pronounce his illness influenzal 
Mr. Gladstone dined with Lord Kimborley 
un Saturday and left an overheated room at 
midnight to drive to tho house of hia son 
Harry, in Hampstead. Tho uir was frosty 
and Mr. Gladstone was chilled through 
when he left the carriage. Besides Mrs. 
Gladstone, Mrs. Drew, her daughter, and 
two servants of the household, have the in- 
fluenza. Mra. Gladatone ia attending her 
husband constantly and refuses access to 
ministers and Mr. Gladstone's porsonal 
friends, eo as to be ublo to preserve the 
absolute quiet ordered by Sir Andrew 
Clark. To day Mr. Gladstone's appetite 
has been fairly good.

The Coquitlam Attacked by Indians— 
News From the North Brought 
by the Danube. 



Ancient Order of United Workmen— 
Sneak Thieves In Nanaimo— 
Penitentiary Inquiry.

VANCOUVER. 

VANCOUVER, March 13. — G. F. Coleman 
won tho third prize at the Hotel Vancouver 
billiard tournament. 

While Rev: W. C. Weir was preaching 
word came that his son was dangerously ill. 
Mr. Weir loft for home and Mr. Payne con- 
tinued tho Bervice. 

Dr. MoGuigan and Officer Oaldbeck vac- 
cinated the Indians at North Vancouver to- 
day. 

There are several cases of diphtheria 
in tho city. Geordic Purcival, a bright, 
little lad who sold tho Colonist regularly 
in Vancouver, died of tho dread disease, 
lust night. 

The steamer Coquitlam arrived horo on 
Sunday with fifteen tons of halibut. Cap- 
tain McLellan reported that tho Indians up 
North were very hostile. Ho declined to 
give them a dollar apiece for tho fish and 
tho Indians got mad and took possession of 
tho steamer. They wero heavily armed with 
guna and knives. He and the mate hid to 
save themselves. The Indians told 
the sailors that they would return r.ud 
give them trouble A Haida Indian 
came ou board unarmed. He said the Kit- 
katlas took his ritlo away because ho would 
not fight against tho liella Coolas. He said 
tho Kitkatlas wero shooting at the Bella 
Cooias for murdering thirteen of their tribes- 
men. One man had his hand shot olF and 
another three fingers of his hand, but no one 
had been killed. 

WESTMINSTER. 

New Westminster, March 13. — A num- 
ber of Italians wero sworn in as British sub- 
jects this morning in order to obtain fishing 
licenses. 

Ploughing and potato planting are in full 
swing on the Delta, and tho gardens are be- 
ing set out everywhere. 

George Lawrence Foster, of the Depart- 
ment of Justice, has arrived in tho city to 
investigate certain matters at the British 
Columbia penitentiary. His investigations, 
it is understood, will occupy at least a week 
and some important results of a rather 
startling nature are expected to bo ob- 
tained. 

The annual meeting of the Grand Lodge 
cf Ancient Order of United Workmen com- 
menced this afternoon at Chilliwaok, 
members from this city, Vancouver, Viotoriu, 
Nanaimo, the Delta, etc., having gone _ up 
by tho steamer Delaware. This morning, 
about thirty-five Grand Lodge members ure 
expected to be present and the meeting will 
probably last until Wednesday. It will be 
just a year in April since tho Grand Lodge 
of the Order was organized in this Province, 
aad there aro now soventoen lodges in its 
jurisdiction, with a total membership of 
700, an increase of double for the yoar. 
The disbursements of the Order for the 
yoar in tho Province will amount to between 
$8,000 and §10,000. 

R. G. Walker, a resident of Blaino, went 
out duck-shooting in Boundary bay, early 
in January, and never returned. His boat 
was found capsized in the bay a few days 
after. On Saturday night tho body of a 
man was noticed floating up the river with 
tho incoming tide ut Ladner's Landing. It 
was hauied ashore and identified as that of 
Walker. Tho body had been carried nearly 
sixty miles by the Gulf currents. 

Duncan Macleod was brought to tho city 
from Steveston, a week ago, suffering from 
smallpox. He died last night and was 
buried in Potters' Fiold to-day. 

The residence of J. C. Cornish, Ash street, 
was destroyed by fire early this morning. 
Loss, §3,000; fully insured. The fire was 
caused by the explosion of a coal oil lamp 
in the children's room. 

NAN.UMO. 

Nanaimo, March 13.— Steamer Mont- 
Berrat, Captain Blackburn, arrived yester- 
day from San Francisco to load coal. She 
is taking on cargo at the Esplanade wharf. 

Saturday's pay was larger than expected, 
amounting to about §00,000. Despite this 
largo circulation of monoy, there was very 
little drinking or disturbances of any kind. 

Jesso Brown s jewelry store, Commercial 
street, was entered in the early hours of 
yesterday morning by sneak thieves. Tho 
viaitora were unsuccessful in their raid. 
What little money there was in the store 
they failed to securo and their wulking 
around disturbed the proprietor. His ap- 
pearance on the eceno caused them to effect 
a hurried departure. .Brown was too late 
to do anything, or even to get a good look 
at the men. 

Frunk Rowbottom this afternoon was 
hound over in §300 to keep the peace for 
six months, charged with assaulting his 
married daughter, Maria Walter. 

Mayer Haslam has for tho present de- 
clined to come out as the minors' candidate 
for the Dominion Parliament. Whilst not 
absolutely refusing to stand, ho stated to 
tho delegates that ho was not prepared to 
give a decided answer yot. 

NORTHERN BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

INVERNESS, March 7.— The Danube ar- 
rived here this morning with '21 ,000 feet of 
heavy timber and supplies for the new can- 
nery. The trip up wus one of the best ever 
made at this season of the year, both Queen 
Charlotte and Millbank Sounds being calm 
as millponds. A atop was made at all the 
cauuerics on the rnutu and at every place 
active preparations were being made for the 
coming season's pack. Tho Danube tied up 
for several hours at tho now wharf just 
completed by tho Indians of Bella Bella. 

Tho weather on tho Skeena has been lino 
for a fortnight and tho ice hua all left the 
rivor. 

R. Cunningham's steamer, tho Chieftain, 
has been away for two weeks trying to get 
a load of fish for tho Vancouver market, but 
roturned to day empty-handed. 

The sawmills which have been shut down 
for some little time on account of the water 
being frozen resumed work several days ago. 

The now hotel at Kasington will be for- 
mally opened to the public in ubout a week. 

Very littlo sickness ia reported along the 
coaat thia winter.

ANNUAL REPORTS. 

Two Interesting - Documents Presented 
to the Legislature— Mining- Oper 
ations for Gold, Coal, Etc. 



Decrease in Exports— Activity iu Koo 
tenay District— Police ami Jails 
in the Province. 



Two annual reporta wero presented to tho 
Legislature yesterday — those of tho Min 
iater of Mines and of the Superintendent of 
Provincial Police. Owiug to pressure upon 
spaco the summaries below given are made 
as bl ief as possible : 

MINING IN THE PROVINCE. 

Gold exports for 1892 wero §399,525. 
These have been steadily decreasing since 
1SS7 and tho past yoar waa no exception. 
Cariboo and East Kootenay returns show a 
falling off in tho quantity mined, attributable 
to well worked placer claima having be- 
come barren. There is an increasing activity 
in the prosecution of the mining industry, 
but littlo to report us to the result of devel- 
opment of differant ledges and hydraulic 
workings. In West Kootenay great activ- 
ity in mining conttnuea, many claima have' 
shipped ore, tho result of which ia not 
atated. It is anticipated the output of gold 
for 1S93 will be increased by tho oporationa 
of hydraulic companies in Yale, Lillooot 
and Cariboo. 

Platinum exports were about §3,500. 
Operations on tho Tulameeu river claims, 
Vale, are expected to be resumed soon on 
an extensive scale. 

Statistics are as follows : Total gold and 
silver exports since 1858, $53,634,509 ; total 
number of men employed, 1892, , 1,340 ; 
average yearly earnings per man, i?29S; gold 
output iu Cariboo, $201,000 ; ditto Uasaiar, 
§28,950 ; claims recorded, Weat Kootenay, 
1,701; tranafera, do., 910; claima recorded, 
East Kootenay, 134. 

The coal output for 1S92 was 820,335, as 
ugainst 1,029,097 tons for 1891, as follows : 
Nanaimo 433,386, Wellington 290,370, East 
Wellington 33,050, Union OS, 928. Coal on 
hand January 1, 1892, wua 33,243 tons. 
Exports in 1892 were 010,579 tons, as fol- 
lows : , Nanaimo 307,023,' Wellington 238,- 
•100, East Wellington 28,000, Union 06,550. 
Total homo consumption, 196,221 ; on hand 
January 1, 1S93, 22,755 tons. The report 
says : 

" The apparent falling off in trade should 
not bo regarded aa retrogressive but as it 
really was, the result of prudent and far- 
seeing policy ou tho part of tho managers of 
the coal industry in tho Province, and at 
the samo time an evidenco of their stability 
and financial atrength in commercial emer- 
gency. Foreign trade has revived and the 
output of coal is regaining its former volume 
and activity. The prospects of tho coal 
trade of the Province are bright and 
healthy both as to increased production and 
trade." 

There were 40 colliery accidents reported, 
forty being alight and severe, six fatal. Iu 
tho Nanaimo colliery there were employed 
1,159 whites, 43 boys, 105 Chinese, total 
hands, 1,307 ; miners' earnings per day, $3 
to $5. In tho Wellington colliery there 
were (JS2 whites, 33 boys, 100 Chinese ; 
miners' earnings, $3 to §4 50 per day. In 
the East Wellington colliery there were 118 
whites, 10 boys and 18 Chinete ; miners' 
earnings, §3 to $5. In tho "Union colliery 
there were 250 whites, 70 Japanese, 200 
Chinese ; miners' earnings, §3 to §4 50 per 
day. At tho North Thompson colliery 
(Kamloops Coal Co.) there wero eight whites 
employed at $2 50 to §3.25 per day. 

PROVINCIAL POLICE AND .JAILS. 

Superintendent of Provincial Police P. S. 
Husscy reporta all the jails in good order. 
Nanaimo priaon ia no longer suitable for the 
requirements of tho growing country, and 
he recommends tho selling of the property, 
which ia now valuable for business purposes, 
and tho erection of a modern jail further 
away from the business centre. Tho ap- 
pointment of a third jailer is asked for. 

There were 238 pr isoners sentenced dur- 
ing the year from Victoria, 158 from New 
Westminster, 426 from Nanaimo arid 120 
from Kamloops. At Victoria prisoners' 
keep costs 124 for food and clothing, 81jj in- 
cluding salaries and all expenses, the other 
figures being aa follows: Now Westminster, 
10 : l and 62g ; Nanaimo, V2,\ and 57J ; Kam- 
loops, 22J and 50. There were livo boya 
confined in the reformatory during tho 
yoar.

A Fleet of New Steamers, All 
Which Will Bun to Victoria- 
The Mantle Released.

Misfortune Overtakes a Sealing; Ves- 
sel—The Danube From the North 
—Potatoes and Eggs. 



Itisunofficially announced thatthesteamer 
Sohome, belonging to the Union Pacific 
Company, will shortly commence running 
between Victoria and Sound ports in oppo- 
sition to the City cf Kingston. The 
Olympian, also belonging to tho U. P. R. 
line, is now in Portland having new boilers 
put in, and it is thought she too will prob- 
ably go into servico before long on the 
Sound, possibly replacing the Sohome. 
Capt. Morrison, who has tho contract 
for raising tho tug Mystic, which 
Bank to tho bottom of Puget Sound 
somo time ugo, is getting on very 
successfully in his work. Acting on a plan 
Capt. Grant suggested, of trying a chain 
cradle, the boat ha3 been moved '25 feet 
further in toward shore. Capt. Troup, tho 
builder of the new steamer Victorian, now 
in Kootenay, intends building another new 
steamer this season, which is to be steel 
bottomed and specially fitted as a passenger 
and freight boat. She will bu built at 
Everett, in the yard whero tho whalebaok 
Wetmoro waa constructed. A new passeu- 
g r steamer is now building in Wilmington, 
Del., to run in connection with the Great 
Northern. She is a steel vessel, and will 
be adapted specially for passenger service. 
She is building fur Captain H. H. Hulene 
who intends making Victoria and Everett 
tho two principal calling points when his 
new line is in operation. Tho vessel will 
be of about 500 tons register, having pow 
ful machinery, capable of developing 22 
knots an hour, whicli speed will be guaran 
teed. The boat will bo hero about May 
and will, it is understood, carry nothing 
but fast freight and passengers. The 
steamer Monticello, plying between Seattle 
and Port Angeles, is also expected to extend 
her route to Victoria this season. 

THE MAUDE ON THE WAYS. 

At 10 o'clock Saturday night the Islander, 
in command of Capt. Irving, Capt. Rudlin 
being also on board, left for the scene of tho 
Maude's wreck at McNeill Bay. On reach- 
ing there the steamer dropped anchor, und 
a hawser was passed to tho Maude. Tho 
Wander then, with little difficulty, pulled 
tho wreck off the rocks, but in some way 
tho line attached got caught in tho 
Islander's propeller blades, disabling her as 
far as driving power waa concerned for tho 
time being. While endeavoring to loosen 
tho hawser the steamers goc in such posi- 
tions that the rope partially spanned a 
point of rock extending out as it were from 
the neck of rock encircling the little 
bay. The only thing to remedy mat- 
ters was to cut tho hawser, and this 
was done, the Islander'e wheels being set 
going full Bpeed astern, just in time to Bave 
her from the heavy swell which would pos- 
sibly ha>o curried her on the rocks. As 
soon as the hawser was cut tho Maude was 
driven back in a more dangerous spot on the 
rocks. Getting into position again, the 
Islander passed another hawser to the 
Maude, and hauled her off, but tho same 
pieco of ropo which caught in the wheel 
gave her more trouble, and it was thought 
best to anchor both steamers in the bay 
until daylight. Early in tho morning tho 
Mystery went out to tho scene and the 
three steamers came into the harbor to- 
gether, tho Islander sailing for Vuucouvcr 
about a quarter of an hour after her arrival. 
Tho Maude was hauled on Turpel'd ways 
last evening, where her injuries, which are 
not serious, will be repaired. 

Till'. TUCI MOGUL.. 

Tho Seattle Telegraph says : "In a dis- 
patch from Victoria yesterduy the state- 
ment was mado that the tug Mogul had put 
into that port to avoid a heavy gale blowing 
on tho straits. From later reports brought 
from Port Townsend it would appear that 
the tug had better reasons for crossing into 
British waters, lo pre»ent a libel suit with 
the ship Fermosa, which went aground 
while in tow of the tug. It ia said that 
tho tug has been Bold outright to parties 
over there, and though negotiations had 
been going on for six months prior to the 
sale, yet tho parties could not agree. 
Fifteen thousand dollars, it was said, was 
repeatedly offered for the tug and aa often 
refused, until tho occurrence with tho ship 
Fermosa at Dead Man's point. After that 
occurrence, the statement is made, tho own- 
ers of the tug accepted that price, and tho 
tug ia not likely to bo seen on this side. 
The Chemainus -Mill Company, whoso plant 
ia some fifty milea up the Vancouver coast 
from Victoria, had been negotiating for her 
purchase, and it ia thought they are the 
people who have finally bought her. The 
Mogul waa built by Jau.es Griffith, near 
Port Townsend, about eight years ago, and 
ho still owned about a sixth interest. J. 
W. Sprague and others, of Tucoma, held 
interests in tho boat. 

THE DANUBE ARRIVES. 

Steamer Danube, Captain Meyers, re- 
turned from the North on Sunday evening, 
experiencing on the way down a considerable 
change in the weather, for before leaving 
Port Simpson snow waa lying on the ground 
about six inches d< ep. Among the passen- 
gers down were : Yv. E. Dover, ux, J. Cod- 
ville, wife and child and Mr. Woods, of tho 
Cascade cannery. Tho steamer Nell, a 
Northern passenger und freight boat plying 
between the Skeenu and Naas rivers, has 
commenced running, Captain Welsh in com- 
mand. The Caledonian ia also expected to 
bo running shortly. She will be re-launched 
on April 1, and assistant engineer Petti- 
grew, of tho Danube, will go chief on her. 
A SCHOONER IN TROUBLE.

Tho Rich carried 
seven boats and these will bo replaced with 
three to be sent down on the Rainbow, 
which sails for tho West Coast in place of 
the Maude to morrow.

A DULL DEBATE. 

Tho debate on tho Budget yesterday after- 
noon was remarkably tame. The Opposi- 
tion seemed to have really no fault to find 
with tho Government's financial policy. 
Mr. Semlin'a comments on tho Finance 
Minister's remarknhly clear aud straight- 
forward statement of the financial 
condition of tho Province had all the 
appearance of being a merely perfunct- 
ory deliverance, It seemed to the disinter- 
ested spectator that Mr. Heaven's first lieu- 
tenant spoko hecause it would not do to al- 
low tho question to bo put without some- 
thing being said by tho Opposition in the 
way of criticism or condemnation. It can 
readily he understood that u speech conceiv- 
ed in this apirit muat ho a very weak ono 
indeed, and one which, even if it wero care- 
fully worded and vivaciously delivered 
could not bo made interesting. But 
it was caay to see that no care had been 
taken in the preparation of the speech, and 
its intrinsic dullness and emptiness was not 
relieved in the slightest degree by force or 
liveliness in its delivery. It was hum- 
drum from the first sentence to tho last. 
The Commissioner of Works had really 
nothing to reply to, and it was not sur- 
prising that when he sat down tliero was a 
long and dreary pause. No ono ou either 
the Independent or the Opposition scats 
seemod inclined to speak. When at last 
Mr. Cotton rose it wus plain to every ono 
that his heart was not in the task that had 
been allotted to him. Ho, like Mr. Setnlin, 
had no fault to find with the Government's 
financial administration, but, following Mr. 
Somlin's lead, ho wandered off to a sub- 
ject which did not properly bolong to tho 
Budget at all. This was the erection of tho 
parliamentary and departmental buildings. 
The fact that neither Mr. Sonilin nor Mr. 
Cotton could find matter enough in the 
statements mado by tho h'iuanco Minister to 
keep them talking for more than a very few 
minutes, is very significant. Both gentle- 
men possess moro than nverngo ability, aud 
both are well-informed on financial matters, 
Sineo they could not see anything to find 
fault with in tho way in which the Govern- 
ment had expended the public money last 
year or in tho way they proposed to expend 
it noxt year, it ia only fair to conclude that 
their administration of the finances of the 
Province has been as nearly faultless us, 
under the circumstances, it could be, 
and that the appropriations for the 
coming year are so judicious and 
so fair that even watchful op- 
ponents can seo little or nothing in them 
to find fault with. If the Government had 
been extravagant in tho puat, if they had 
misappropriated the people's money or had 
even with the best intentions committed 
somo serious mistake, tho Finance Minister 
and hia colleagues would yesterday afternoon 
have had a very unpleasant timo of it. There 
would havo been no slackness on the part of 
tho Opposition, and the Independent mem- 
bers would not have been backward in con- 
demning what they believed to bo wrong in 
the administration of the Government. 



Instead of having to wait somo minutes for 
somo of the Opposition to speak, three or 
four members would be on their feet at onco 
eager to catch tho eye of the Speaker, Tho 
speeches, too, would be forcibly delivered, 
aud evory member on both sides of tho 
Houso would he ou tho qui n'fe. 

And if the Estimates did not meet with 
tho approval of the House, thero would 
have been an equally lively aceue. Mem- 
bers would have been only too ready to put 
themselves on record us disapproving of this 
or that item of proposed expenditure. Tho 
time would not hang heavy on any member's 
hands, and o'clock would come beforo a 
third of tho fault-findera would havo said 
what thoy had to say. 

The dullness and sleepiness of yesterday 
afternoon's debate may therefore bo regarded 
as a high compliment to tho skillfulness of 
tho Finance Minister's administration, and 
to tho fairness and discreetness of his Esti- 
mates. 

COMPETENT CRITICS. 

The improssion mado by tho Hon. Ed- 
ward Blako on tho Parliament and public of 
Great Britain seems on tho whole to ho fav- 
orable. Ho ia acknowledged to ho an able 
man, but his atylo of speaking ia not by any 
means admired. This i8 what Mr. Lubou- 
chere, an ablo and we ahould think an im- 
partial critic, says about Mr. Blako as a 
parliamentary speaker : " Mr. Blako is un- 
questionably a man of great capacity, and 
he is a ready debater. His utterances, 
however, have the merits and demerits of 
transatlantic oratory. He was too diiruso, 
aud he piled word on word in his sentences 
with needless redundancy. And tho sen- 
tences ! Never yet havo I heard such 
lengthy ones, I sat through three minutes 
of one, then I withdrew to smoke a cigar- 
ette. When I returned, so far as I could 
learn, tho senteueo was not yet concluded." 

Thero may be a little exaggeration in this, 
but the defects which Mr. Labonohere com- 
plains of were those that hindered Mr. 
Blake from being a popular speaker in Can- 
adj. At home, not only were his sentences 
linked sweetness long — very long — drawn 
out, but his speeches wero also otten inor- 
dinately long. It was suprising that Mr. 
Blake did not cure himself of the habit of 
making long speeches. He must havo seen 
that it taxed the patience even of his ad- 
mirers to listen to them, and ho ought to 
have known that a very small proportion of 
the pnblic would even attempt to read the 
reports of them. However, in replying to 
Mr. Chamberlain, Mr. Bluke did not com- 
mit the mistake of miking a very long 
speech. He contented himself, it seems, 
with spinning out some exceedingly long 
sentences. 

The Daily Telegraph did not notice Mr. 
Blake's speech editorially, but in its Parlia- 
mentary summary we find the following 
sentences: "Upon Mr. Chamberlain sit- 
ting down — covered with golden opinions — 
after the delivery of a glowing peroration, 
Mr. Edward Blako roso to offer 
a reply, and in a few minutes 
created a favorable impression, al- 
though hia method savored somewhat 
of the rhetorical style, hardly acclimatized 
in this country. Tho Irishmen set groat 
storo upon tho speech, and at tho close toso 
and engaged in a demonstration, embracing 
their new adherent with great effusiveness. 
Mr. Blako when hotter acquainted with 
the House of Commons will feel more at 
homo and command attention." 

Criticism of tbi3 kind can hardly fail to 
do Mr. Blake good, He cannot attribute 
what ia Baid of his faults of method and 
manner to the prejudice of party or to the 
envy of rivals. He cannot afford to despise 
tho criticisms of such a man as Henry 
Labouchere, who is an ablo man of great 
parliamentary experience, aud who knows, 
if any man docs, what constitutes effective 
speaking in tho British House of Commons. 
Mr. Blako has great capacity both as a thinker 
aud a speaker, and it would bo a very great 
pity if faults and mannerisms that could, 
without tiny great trouble, he remedied 
should prevent his appearing at his best 
in the Imperial Parliament. 



A NO TEBR A RBI TP A TION. 

The settlement of national disputes by 
arbitration is becoming popular every where 
" The last argument of Kings," the 
sword, is falling into disrepute. The 
people who pay tho taxes and supply tho 
fighting men have more to say /lirectly and 
indirectly about the policy to ho pursued 
by nations than ovor they had before, nnd 
the consc'iuence at this moment seems to 
he a constantly increasing roluctance to 
settle national disputes by a resort to physi- 
cal force. 

Great Britain and the United States have 
sot a good example in this matter. The 
Alabama claims question, which at a day 
not very remote iu tho past, would 
havo caused a war In which many 
liveti would havo besn sacrificed, 
much suffering endured and a very large 
amount of expense incurred, was arranged 
peacefully and, on the whole, satisfactorily 
by arbitration. Tho Fisheries question that 
arose under tho Treaty of Washington was 
in 1S77 settled, also peucoably, by a Com- 
mission ; and tho Behring Sea dispute, 
which appeared at one timo to be un- 
pleasant nnd even threatening, is now in a 
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lair way of beingquietly and finally adjusted 
by arbitration. And now wo boo that an 
irritating dispute between Great Britain 
and Venezuelu is to be settled in the same 
reasonable und amicable way. It is gener- 
ally considered that when a question 
of this kind arises between a strong 
power and a weak one tho strong 
power soon finds a summary way of settling 
it to its own advantage. But in this dis- 
puto with Venezuela Groat Britain very 
properly takes no advantago of her superior 
strength unci favor-blo position, but uppears 
before tho arbitrators as tho equal in overy 
way of the Republic of Venezuela. 

Tho dispute has been ono of long stand- 
ing. Great Britain rests her claim on a 
survey of the north and northwestern boun- 
dary of Guiana aome fifty years ago by Sir 
Robert Sohomberg. Thero has, for tho last 
ten years or so, been talk of settling tho 
matter by arbitration. Tho discovery of 
gold in the Yucari country, which is port 
of the disputed territory, haa complicated 
matters a little. But ns tho settlement of 
tho boundary question involves the com- 
mand of tho mouth of tho Orinoco, ono 
of the great rivers of South America, 
it is regarded by the parties concerned, as 
well ns by other nations, one of no ordinary 
importance. Wo seo that ono at least of 
our American contemporaries considers that 
the famous Monroe doctrine is in some 
mysterious manner connected with this 
South American dispute. But as American 
journalists sometimes drag this Mouroo 
doctrine into questions to which it has no 
relevancy whatever, we rather think that 
tho allusion to it in connoction with the 
British Guiana Boundary matter is a mere 
flourish of the national trumpet. But as 
Great Britain has ucreod to havo tho ques- 
tion adjudicated upon by an impartial 
tribunal on its merits, the most anti-British 
Yankee in the Union cannot reproach her 
with trying to tuko advantago of a weaker 
nation. We ure glad to see Great Britain 
taking a leading part in the settle- 
ment of national disputes by arbitration, 
and we have no doubt that other nations 
will follow so good an example.

Supreme Court. 

Iii the Supreme court yesterday, before 
the Chief Justice, Justices Crease, Walkem 
and Drake, the ci.se of the Victoria Lumber 
and Manufacturing Co. vs. tho Queen was 
heard; Mr. E. V. Bodwell for appellant and 
Deputy Attorney General Smith for the 
Crown. This was an appeal from a deci- 
sion of tho Court of Revision upholding tho 
assessment for the purposes of taxation of 
tho lands of the appellant company, which 
they had acquired from tho E. it N. Rail- 
way Company under an agreement dated 
the fourteenth day of January, 1889, tho 
lands being assessed at $500,130 and tho 
taxes sought to be collected amounting to 
814,903. These lands had been acquired 
by tho E. tt N. Railway Company from tho 
Dominion Government for tho construction 
of the railway, as a part of their laud grant. 
Mr. Bodwell contended that thero must 
havo been n complete Bale, and that tho 
property must have passed out of tho rail- 
way company's hands and been vested in 
tho purchaser, before it could become liable 
for taxation. A. G. Smith, for tho Crown, 
admitted that upon tho authorities quoted 
it could not bo argued that tho lands had 
been leased, sold or alienated, but tho 
Crown had originally contested tho appeal 
upon the support contained in the evideuco

Third Session of the Sixth Parliament. 
TWENTY-NINTH DAY. 

Monday, March 13, 1S93. 
The Speaker took the chair at 2 o'clock. 
Prayers, 

PETITIONS. 

The following petition was read and re- 
ceived : 

From J. W. Creighton and others, asking 
for certain amendments to the private bill 
to incorporate tho Anglican Synod of New 
Westminster. 

MINISTER OP MINES. 

Hon. Col. Baker presented the annual 
roport of tho Minister of Mines. 
» 

SUPERINTENDENT OF POLICE. 
Hon. Mr. Davie presouted tho annual 
roport of tho Superintendent of Police. 

THE ltUDOET SPEECH. 

Hon. Mr. Turner moved that tho 
Houso should resolvo itself into 
committee of supply. Ho said : 
have again the privilege and honor, Mr. 
Speaker, to make tho preliminary motion 
for going into committee of supply. Thia, 
sir, is the sixth consccutivo year that it has 
devolved on me to place the estimates be- 
foro you. The timo seems marvellously 
short since I first asked the indulgence of 
the House to my maiden effort in -what is 
known as the Budget Speech ; but during 
that timo great changes have taken place ; 
wo have lost from this House two ablo and 
valued lenders. It is about a year ago— in 
deed, had this resolution been mado last 
Friduy, as was • intended, it would 
have been exactly a year that day — since 
I moved to go into supply for 1892 
On that occabion our lato Premier was in his 
close by me, full of interest in the proceed 
ings. Sinco then he has passed over to the 
groat unseen, taken awuy in tho very midst 
of his labors, whilst actively angagod in 
carrying on the work arranged for at last 
session of thia House, honored by us all. In 
taking up tlio subject of our finances I in- 
tend, Mr. Speaker, to bo very brief. On 
previous occasions some lion, geutlomen 
have complained that my speech was too 
short. I appreciate tho compliment, and I 
only hopo that on this occasion, 
when it will really bo short 
they may not think it too long 
Some one has said — possibly it was Carlyle 
— that there is altogether too much talking 
in tho world, and this session I have been 
somewhat impressed with tho truth of this 
remark, for though this has not so far been 
a session of long speeches, still on carefully 
listening I am convinced that half tho 
words that have been used would 
havo placed the various subjects un- 
der consideration quite as clearly, 
perhaps more clearly, bofore the House. 
Tho difficulty that 1 find in the task before 
me ariBca from tho fact that tho subject is 
precisely tho biuhq as I havo had to speak 
on every year, nothing vory striking or 
startling has occurred, and I think it would 
require a very eloquent speaker indeed to 
make the subjer.t which is before me very 
entertaining to the Houso. I intend, there- 
fore, Mr. Speaker, to simply place before 
you a continuation of tho facts that have 
been taken up in previous years. In tho 
first plaice, to turn to tho Public Accounts of 
1892 up to 30th June last, we find that 
the revenue again very considerably ex- 
ceeded the estimates that wo had made. 
I am aware that some hon. gentlemen 
blame tho Govsrnment for this state of 
things. I can, howover, assure those gen- 
tlemen that the Government can atand a 
good deal of this sort of blame, and feel 
very contonted to get it ; it is a complaint 
they don't mind suffering from whilst the 
revenue exceeds their expectations. The 
accounts show that tho total revenue last 
year was $1,038,237, or S128.S1G more than 
the estimates of it. This excess arose 
from various sources, the largest 
amount being that from the Do- 
minion per capita grant, estimated at 
348,000, but producing §7-1,213— an excess 
of $26,213. In reference to thia I may say 
that the Government, when framing the 
Estimates, was well awaro that the Prov 
inco would bo entitled, under the increaao 
of population, to a larger grant ; but it was 
quito uncertain whether this increase would 
be paid before June 30, 1892, or come into 
the following year ; so to bo safe, tho 
smaller amount was placed in tho Esti 
mates. Tho next largeat increase is that 
from wild land tax, which gives a surplus 
of $23,301. This arises largely from the 
increase in value of lands — this tax being 
now an ad valorem one, and not as for- 
merly a specific amount per acre. There is 
also an excess of $8,707 from personal 
property tax, which speaks for itself ; 
and a remarkable excess under tho bead of 
registry fees, estimated at 835,000 and 
really producing 853,150. You will quite 
understand that this arose from the excep 
tional activity in sales and transfers of 
land during tho period under consideration, 
giving us this excess of $18,150. The next 
largo difference is from a source that is eo 
repugnant to aome hon. gentlemen that no 
doubt they would rather be without it — it is 
the Chinese restriction tax, which gave 
last year 820,275, or §14,000 over the 
estimate I may say that tho tax- 
is of such a nature that really no esti 
mate can intelligently be made of it. My 
only objection to it ia that we do not recei 
doublo the amount at least. The Dominion 
levies the tax and pockets three-fourths of it, 
whilst at least three-fourths of tho Chinamen 
stop in British Columbia. The Dominion 
thus gets not only three-fourths of the tax, 
but also profits largely by tho contribution 
to the revenue, from tho customs duties paid 
by tho Chinamen, amounting probably to $0 
or $7 a head per annum. I should much 
like to see our share of this tax 
increased to at least fifty per cent. 
Under mining receipts there is an increase 
of $6,501), which indicates an renewed in- 
terest in tho direction of tho development 
of our mines. ' Tho other sources of increaso 
are of smaller amount, and como under 
variouB headings. They, as a wh'-le, 
evidonco a steady progress in the Provinee. 
If wo turn now to tho expenditure for the 
same year wo find it amounts to $1,430,920, 
or $392,083 over the actual revenue. This 
at first glanco may look rather startling, 
but on closo investigation it will bo seen to 
arise from tho fact that a Urge sum of 
monoy was borrowed in 1891 to expend in 
public work6, for tho improvement, opening 
up and developing of tho Provinco. The ex- 
cess of expenditure over revenue lias been 
paid from this loan, whicli is the purposo 
for which it was raised. And, after theso 
paymonts were mado, wo still had a largo 
eum on hand to be expended in similar 
works. I think, Bir, if wo examine into tho 
actual rovenuo for last year wo shall see 
that it shows considerable elasticity and evi- 
dences steady advancement, It has been 
stated in tho House, this session, by a 
gentleman on tho other sido, that tho Pub- 
lic Accounts do not show progress, and that 
it ia not at nil likely or possible for any ad- 
vancement to bo made while tho present 
Government is in power. Ho further said 
that a largo part of tho rcvenuo was mado 
up by tho Dominion subsidy, and that this 
should not bo taken as revenue. No doubt, I 
as far as tho subsidy goes, he may ho quite 
correct, but there is one part of it to which | 



I have already referred — tho per capita 
grant — which, though perhaps not revenue 
proper, certainly clearly indicates progress ; 
for it is based on the population, at the rate 
of SO cents per head, and has all along given 
us $48,000 a year but is now increased to 
$74,210 a year. But, Bir, if wo deduct tho 
whole of the subsidies from tho revenue, wo 
find that the healthy and steady iucreusebe- 
comes oven moro marked. To elucidate 
this, with your permission, Mr. Speaker, 
wo will examine past years. Turn to tho 
accounts of say 1886-7 : tho total revenue 
then was $537,335; deduct tho subsidy $212,- 
000 and it loaves §325,335. But this 
amount includes land sales, and the hon. 
leader of the Opposition says land sales are 
not revenue, so, to ebligo him, I take off 
land sales $88,776. This loaves a net 
revenue in 18SG-7, of $230,559. Now, 
apply tho same process to tho past year, 
1892. Tho total revenue, after deducting 
subsidies, was $SOO,000; wo then take off 
that be!c noir of the leader of the Opposition 
— land sales, $213,519, and it leaves a net 
revenue of $586, 4S1, and shows an increase 
in fivo years of 150 per cent. The iuterven 
ing years evidence about tho same average 
increase I will not, however, detain the 
Houso by dissecting them. In tho faco of 
such facts as these, it passes my comprehen 
sion how any hon. gentleman can havo tho 
nerve to endeavor to mislead members 
by stating in this Houso that tho revenuo 
does not show any increaso of importance, 
that it and tho country are virtually at a 
standstill, and that this state of things 
arises from tho incompetence of tho present 
Government. Why, sir, if we refer to tho 
years when tho loader of the Opposition wua 
in power, it will, I tear, shock the House ; 
hut at tho risk of this, let mo turn to, say 
1874, though any year will do. Tho revenue 
in that year wus $372,447 ; but from this, 
at tho hon. gentleman's suggestion, we de- 
duct subsidies $227,977, wo then havo 
revenue $144,470 ; but, sir, what do wo find, 
as a component of thia sum? Why 
actually, land sales $23,614— how it must 
have grieved tho souls of the gentlemen 
forming the Government at that time to 
havo had to receivo such a sum from 
such a source! Wo must, however, in all 
honesty, do as wo have dono bofore — deduct 
thia amount. It then leaves tho net revenue 
that year $120,850, or not quito a fourth of 
tho net revenue of 1892, and this is no 
special year. Take any year of that reg r 
and it gives tho same result. Understand 
mo, sir, I do not intend'at all to disparage 
the Government of that period by this com- 
parison. Times were different, then. They 
no doubt honestly did their best for tho 
country. I simply take theso figures which 
appear in the Public Accounts in order to 
show tho real condition of the affairs of the 
Province, which no one can contradict, and 
they conclusively prove that there is a 
regular, healthy and steady increase, and 
that, without undue taxation, the revenuo, 
after deducting subsidies and land sales, 
was in 1874, $120,820 ; iu 1SS0, $236,559, 
and in 1892, $586,718. This deduction of 
subsidies and land sales is simply for 
tho purpose of comparison ; tor as 
far as wo are concerned tho total revenue, 
from whutever source it cornea, is what we 
have to deal with whon wo consider 
tho amount there ia to apend in the carrying 
on of the regular work of tho Provinco and 
in opening up and developing its resourcea. 
This revenue now amounta to about a mil- 
lion dollara. I havo said that tho expendi- 
ture above our actual incomo last year was 
about $400,000. This excess waa paid from 
tho special deposit arising under the loan of 
1891. I may, before passing on, refer to tho 
fact that during that year there was ex 
pended in public works and aurveys over 
$150,000, and on education $160,000, and, 
after all this expenditure, we still had $5S0,- 
000 to begin tho present year with. We 
will now, Mr. Speaker, shortly review the 
subject moro immediately beforous, under 
tho resolution I am about to make, namoly, 
tho revenue and expenditure for the year 
commencing 1st July next. It will boseen 
by the Estimates before you, which includo 
& large supplementary expenditure from 1st 
January last to 30th Juno next of $151,451, 
arising party from public works which had 
of necessity to go on, partly from heavy 
charges in connection with the sanitary pre- 
cautious of last year to cope 
with the epidemic, and alao from 
considerable sums for roads, bridges, 
etc., to be expended in new works betoro 
30th Juno next. Iu the amount is also in 
eluded a largo expenditure during Inst 
winter in Victoria and New Westminster 
districts in order to give employment to 
many who thon stood greatly in need of it. 
After taking thia largo supplementary into 
consideration, it is quite apparent from the 
present state of tho revenue for tho current 
year that there will bo about $500,000 on 
1st July next to tho good with which to be 
gin 1893-94. Tho estimate of receipts for 
that year is $1,058,691, or only about $20,- 
000 more than in 1892. At the first glance 
this looks as though tho revenue had reached 
its limits and would not in future shew tho 
steady expansion it has hitherto done, but, 
if we cxamino into it carefully, we find that, 
on the whole, tho increase is about the nor- 
mal one. There are, however, special con- 
ditions at tho present time which have a 
depressing iulluenco on the revenue. We 
believe them, however, to be temporary. 
For instance owing to tho chango in the 
land laws there ia a fall off under the 
head of land Bales and registry 
Fees amounting to about $40,000. 
Then under tho real property tax 
there is a decrease of $7,000. This arises 
from tho fact that so many municipalities 
have recently been formed, and this tax 
within their limits gooa to tho municipal- 
ities ; but there is another very important 
decrease which is not apparent in our Esti- 
mates. I refer to tho wild laud tax. Tho 
municipalities recently formed especially in 
lluenco this tax, and though we estimate to 
collect $03,000 next year, or nearly $10,000 
more than in 1892, it ia in tho fuco of tho fact 
that tho new municipalities will tuke from 
us about $40,000 at least, or, in other words, 
had these municipalities not been formed 
tho Government would havo collected under 
this head $50,000 more thon in 1892. This 
ahows that the apparent non-progresa of 
revenuo docs not uriso from uny declino in 
the revenue-producing power of tho Pro- 
vince ; but from tho fact that a large part 
now goes into other handa — and at preRont 
wo havo not felt the advantage that will 
ultimately result from the formation of 
municipalities. When they get into full 
working thoy will relievo our expenditure 
conaiderably, as they will pay for their own 
roada, bridges, &o. ( and tho Provincial 
payments under that head will be 
commensuratoly reduced. It will bo 
Been that tho personal property tar is 
estimated to produce $25,000 moro tliun 
in 1892, this tax beiug still ull collected by 
the Government ; and I may say that this 
ostimato is approximately correct. I havo 
now touched on tho moat important items 
of revenue, the total reault being that after 
giving up $50,000 or moro in land tax and 
rovenuo tax to tho municipalities, yet in 
fuco of the depressed condition of tho tim- 
ber, coal and other industries, tho revenuo 
still keeps up well. If wo now examine the 
expenditure shin, wo seo tlio total is put 
down at $1,233,09/, in addition to tho sup- 
plementary before referred to. It would, I 
think, bo waste of timo to go through all 
the subjects of expenditure, as they are so 



plainly set out and explainod in the printed 
Estimatea. They have been made with the 
utmost regard to economy consiatont with 
tho absolute requirements of the Province, 
tho increase under the heads of civil gov- 
ernment und administration of justico 
(8ularios) being only audi as are required, 
from tho additional work in all departments, 
and is largely caused by the opening of offices 
in mining districts where the great influx of 
mining men ia now going on, also by new 
registry offices. Tho increase also covers 
tho provision for salaries under the new 
labor bureau and the homo for destitute 
persons. The Estimates also provide for tho 
Provincial Board of Health. Tho expend- 
iture under this last head will no doubt 
commend itself to every member of the 
House, as it is one that will probably bo the 
means of saving many thousand dollars, and 
possibly— und what is of much greater im- 
portance—many Uvcb. It will enable timo- 
ly precaution to betaken to prevent tho in- 
road of contagious disoaso and, should they 
unfortunatoly effect an entrance, it will givo 
us the power to deal with them intelligoutly 
and firmly, so as to prevent,as far as bun 
power can, their spreading to utiy alarming 
extent. This of itself will givo great con- 
fidence to our peoplo and to our noighbors, 
It will bo observed that tho important 
agricultural and mineral districts havo 
been very liberally treated iu tho 
two Estimates, so that works may 
be carried on which will, we hope, 
materially help their development. It is 
not proposed to put a road to every far- 
mer's front door nor to every prospector's 
camp, as that, if possib{|;, would not bo do 
sirable. \\ hat ia proposed under theso 
votes is, as fir as wo cau, to enable those 
who are willing to help iu tho development 
of tho Provinco to do so under us favorable 
circumstances as ia practicable. There is 
ono other subject of expenditure to which I 
would like to call your attention. It is that 
of interest and sinking fund of tho public 
debt. In 1S92 we paid for interest $118, 
978 and sinking fund $41,710. Next year 
we shall pay only $107,123 for interest and 
$29,497 for sinking fund, thus making a 
saving of over $21,000 annually under these 
heuds. This results from tho operation of 
tho new form of treating our debt under tho 
Inscribed Stock Act, 1891. The object of 
that net was not only to enable tho Province 
to borrow on tho most favorable and cheap- 
est terms, but also to consolidate the old if, 
per cent, and 6 per cent, debts, turning 
them into 3 per cents. This process of 
conversion is now going on, and 
though it has not progressed as fast 
I hoped it would have dono still about 
$000,000 have been so converted. Hence 
the reduction in our annual payments, 
havo already stated that we shall com- 
mence next year with $500,000 to tho good. 
After adding to thia tho revenue of that 
year and deducting tho expenditure, it 
shows that on 30th of June, 1894, there will 
still be left about $325,000; but in addition 
to this wo shall have the disposal of a largi 
sum resulting from the release of the sink 
ing fund of the old debts, converted into 
3 per cents. Thia already is somewhere 
in the neighborhood of $100,000, and is an 
additional advantago arising from our new 
plan of finance. Whilst referring to this I 
may mention that our British Columbia 3 
per cents, area favorite stock in tho London 
market. They are worth to-day 91. I 
have now, sir, reviewed as concisely as 
possible tho financial condition and pros 
pects of tho Province, and I think that on 
tho whole we havo still much reason to con 
gratulate ourselves, for, though tho present 
times are Bomewhat gloomy, business gener- 
ally very bad, and our principal industries 
certainly not active, still there is ovidenco 
of regular progress ; and we can look for- 
wurd with a good doil of confidence. The 
steady upward tendency of our revenuo, 
which ia derived from ao many sources, 
clearly indicutes that the Province ia still 
marching onward and on the right road. 
I have now tho honor, Mr. Speaker, to move 
that you do leave tho choir. (Applause.) 

Mr. SEMLIN agreed with the hon. Finance 
Minister in regretting tho lamentable 
loss of the late Premier. He was sorry tho 
hon. Finance Minister had to say that 
there were Borne of the industries 
of the country in anything but 
prosperous state, and this being tho case 
why did not tho Government take to itself 
the blame, for when there was prosperity to 
report tho Government then took tho credit ? 
He was surprised at the hon. gentleman 
comparing tho revenuo of 1893 and 1878. In 
spite of tho amallness of tho revenue of the 
latter year, there was a larger proportion 
expended on public works. Tho alleged 
surplus of $500,000 which was claimed by 
tho Government, wus, he declared, one of 
which the country did not know und could 
not know anything. Of course th 
surplus wa3 attributable to the 
loan, but no good business man would 
be satisfied with this. He claimed that 
euch municipality paid bigger taxes than 
when under Provincial control, and argued 
that the reason the peoplo formed these 
municipalities was that hon. gentlemen op- 
posite did not carry on the public works to 
their satisfaction. This annual budget 
speech was a picnic to hon. membera of the 
House— a picnic like Unit enjoyed by the 
hon. Attorney-General when ho was trans- 
lating Greek poetry. (Laughter.) The 
hon. Financo Minister had said there were 
fewer long speeches this year, and this ho 
(Mr. Semlin) attributed to the overpower- 
ing influence of tho hon. Attorney- General 
and his "threat" mado in Now York of 
how he used to Bqueloh the Opposition. Hi 
regretted that tho severity of tho past 
winter had caused great loss to tho stock- 
raisers. In faco of the depression which 
hail been referred to, hon. gentlemen oppo- 
site proposed to ask tho Legislature to raise 
an enormous sum of money for public build- 
ings in Victoria. If tho circumatancea of 
tho country had been exactly the opposite 
of what they were, thia would still bo a 
most unreasonable request ; but, as things 
now were, ho would say that per- 
haps no moro uncalled for expendi- 
ture could bo askod. Tho amount re- 
quired to erect theso buildings would 
be a tax of $6 per head on every man, 
woman and child in the Province. Tho 
present public buildings wero BuUioient for 
tho next twenty years, and thero wore 
other things needed very much more. For 
inatanco, in Yalo public roada were wanted 
and had been wanted for years, but could 
not be got. In presence of all thia destitu- 
tion of public works there was no sense iu 
asking for such a vote. He thought such a 
proposal should bo mado just prior to a gen 
eral election so as to give tho peoplo a 
chunco to vote on it to Bee what they had 
to say. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon, after congratulating 
the hon. Financo Minister on his ablo efl'ort 
in the annual financial statement, said he 
was more thanBurprised at the fceblo offorta 
that had been made by the hon. gentlemen 
opposito in attempting to criticise it. While 
for his own part ho would have preferred to 
wait until some more ablo attack had been 
mado, he now rose to say a few words, al- 
though ho thought that thero were many 
hon. gentlemen of tho Oppoaition who were 
better able to have led the debate for tiio 
Oppoaition than tho one who had just taken 
Ilia seat (Mr. Semlin), hon. gentlemen, too, 
of greater intellectual calibre, and whoso 
worda would bo received with moro attcn- I 
tion und would carry greater weight | 



iu thia House. (Laughter.) This 
was ono of those ocoaaiona when 
the Government waa ou its defence, so to 
apeak. Tho hon. Financo Minister had 
made his statement of what had been done 
and what the Government proposed to do, 
and ho, with other hon. members on 
this aide of the House, was prepared to do- 
feud that position. (Hear, hear ) This be- 
iug tho case, he would like to have heard 
somothing said to givo good ground for re- 
ply. If hon. members opposite wero going 
,fo attack tho policy of tho Government, 
why did they not show something that had 
been dono that ought not to have been dono, 
or tell of Borne statement that had been 
mado that wa8 not correct, or something of 
the kind, jlut the fact waa that nothing of 
this Bort had been done, and the only attack 
that had been made, weak as it was, was 
against tho erection of now Government 
buildings. This matter was not now beforo 
tho Houso, having been put in a separata 
bill, which hon. members could discuss 
as much as they pleased when 
tho proper time came. The hon. member 
who had ju3t spoken (Mr. Semlin) had 
made a statement that tho Government was 
in tho habit of taking credit to itself for 
the prosperity of tho country, and now that 
timea wero dull and some of the industries 
were iu a depressed condition, he wondered 
why it was that tho Government did not 
step forward and take all the blame. This, 
said Mr. Vernon, was not a fair interpreta- 
tion of any remarks that had been made by 
tho hon. Financo Minister. The, Govern- 
ment had never taken credit to itself for 
tho prosperity of the country, but had al- 
ways spoken of this as a mutter of con- 
gratulation, as it was, and no ono could in 
fairness say that the Government bad taken 
tho credit. Such a statement showed its 
author whs taking a very shallow and trivial 
view of tho matter. Tho fact was that tho 
Government could only do its best to pro- 
mote the well-being of tho country, its 
good government and prosperity, and this 
was all that the present Government pre- 
tended tu do. Referring to another remark 
of the previous speaker (Mr. Semlin), ho 
said that a reference to tho Public Accounts 
would show that the statement that in 1S7S 
there was a greater proportion of tho 
revenuo spent for roads, etc., than in 1892 
would bo found to bo totally incorrect. As 
to the alleged difficulty hon. membera had 
in understanding what was meant by the 
" surplus," all he could say was to repeat 
the remark of the hon. Finance Minister, 
that this was tho balunco of money remain- 
ing over out of the loan of 1891. The fact 
that this money remained in the treasury 
showed that while the Provinco had incur- 
red the loan, it had husbanded tho money so 
that although public works hud been going 
ou and thero had been a largo expenditure 
for the public good and to udvunce the 
material prosperity of the Province, the 
taxes hud not been increaaed and thero was 
still a good substantial balance. This 
proved that tho Government wero good 
custodians of the money which they he'd 
for the public good und benefit. The pre- 
vious speaker had admitted that the 
revenues of tho country had increased not 
withstanding tho formation of municipali 
ties. It was but tho natural result of the 
system of constitutional government that 
as soon ua thero waB occaBion for it these 
municipalities wero formed. It had been 
the history of Canada bb a whole and 
of tho Province of Ontario, and 
of tho other provinces as well, that 
when things came to a cortaiu state 
the people asked for home rule. Tho peo- 
ple in municipalities were ablo to manage 
their own affairs very much better than the 
Government could, and this was why they 
wanted to become separated. But what did 
all of these municipalities do as soon as they 
were formed? Why, tho very first thing 
was to increaso their taxes. They -wanted 
moro improvements and wero willing to pay 
for them out of their own pockets and in a 
way in which tho Government could not 
give them to them, under ordinary condi 
tions. Only the other day ho had been 
waited upon by a deputation of people who 
were going to form another municipality, 
and these peoplo proposed to raiso at 
once tho Bum of $50,000 for the 
purposo of improving their pro- 
perty and making better roads and 
new roada where there hud been none bo- 
fore. Continuing, he was pleased to be able 
to say a few words about the new public 
buildings it was proposed to construct, ul 
though this subject would be dealt with 
fully at a later stage, when the bill came up 
for its second reading. As had been shown 
in the Public Works report, the initial step 
in this matter had already been tuken, 
Plans had been called for, and great car< 
and precaution had been taken that when 
the Government did commence the work of 
erecting new buildings tho Province would 
get the very best return for the money 
spent. As to tho principle of the bill, he 
did not think there could bo much objection, 
For years tho Government hud been patch 
ing up the old buildings, which wero 
put up over thirty years ago. Theso 
buildings wero wholly inadequate and un- 
sulted for the advanced requirementss of 
the Province. The present legislative 
hull might answer tho purposo for 
[oino years yet, possibly for four 
or fivo years, but the buildings in which the 
work of tho various departments had to be 
carried on were too small, they were unsafe, 
and they wero no credit to the Province, 
Thoy were not by any meuna such as a pros- 
perous and progressive Province like British 
Columbia should have. Tho new buildings 
could not bo completed at once. Thoy 
would in constrution occupy some four 
years, if not more. It did not make any 
difference what Government was in power, 
the present buildings wero too email, 
und would have to ho replaced. It would 
be six months, perhaps, bofore tenders 
could bo called for. During tho first year 
probably not more than $80,000 would 
be spent, for it was not proposed to hurry 
tho work through und push it along as aome 
peoplo had thought. Tho work was to be 
proceeded with in a business-liko way, and 
when thia Government went out of powor, 
it would hand them over in good shape to 
their successors, although ho had no doubts 
as to the Government staying in power. 
Only the other day tho proposition was 
mado that some of tho municipalities in 
New Westminster district should build 
a traffic bridge across tho Frasor, 
The estimated cost of this struc- 
turo was to bo $500,000 and 
surely if Now Westminster could afford to 
build a $500,000 traffic bridge tho Province 
could afford to put up $600,000 Govern- 
ment buildings, which were for the general 
good and would luBt for many, many years 
to come. Ab to tho special ploa put for- 
ward by tho previous speaker (Mr. Semlin), 
that the Yalo district did not get appropria- 
tion enough, all he had to say wus that, 
notwithstanding the presence of tho hon. 
member (Mr. Semlin) iu tho Houso, that 
district was being well looked after, and, as 
ho (Mr. Vernon) well knew, it waa getting 
a fair share of the money that was being 
spent, and this was all that rcaaonablo men 
could and did ask for. (Applause.) 

Mr. Cotton said a kind of chill had 
come over hon. members of the Opposition 
sido of tho House sinco tho hon. Chief Com- 
missioner had mado his remarks, and ho 
would like a certificate from that hon. gen- 
tleman as to which member of tho Opposi- 



tion waa of sufficient calibro to continue the 
debate. Tho wholo afternoon, ho declared, 
had been a disappointment, such a disap- 
pointment, iu fact, aa aeomed to have struck 
tho hon. leader of the Oppoaition dumb. As 
for himself the whole afternoon had been a 
disappointment, first, because the hon. Fin- 
anco Minister had omitted tho usual lines of 
poetry with which ho was accustomed to 
favor tho Houso (laughter), and Becond, bo- 
cause the claim was again put forward that 
there was a surplus. This, he declared, was 
a fallacy, and reminded him of tho story of 
the man who paid his tailor's bill with a 
promissory note and then thanked God that 
lhat bill waa paid. Ho was proceeding to 
discuss the question of tho now public build- 
ings, when 

Hon. Mr, Poolev drew Mr. Speaker's 
attention to the rule of May, which prevents 
any hon. member, on the motion to go into 
committee of supply, discussing uny order 
of tho House. 

Mr. SPEAKER decided that the point 
raised by iho hon. President of the Council 
waa a good one. 

M It Cotton continued that this was even 
a greater disappointment, for tho matter of 
the vote for new Parliamentary buildings 
waa by fur the most important subject be- 
foro tho House — fur more interesting in 
fact than uuythiug else contained in tho 
Budget or in the Speech from 
tho Throne. There wero two rea- 
sons for tho proposed vote, ono 
the ostensible and the other tho real reason. 
Ho claimed that $30,000, tho annual inter- 
eat on the $600,000 loan, would provide all 
the temporary accommodation wanted. Tho 
Government now did not know what would 
bo wanted in fivo years to come, und could 
not now tell what tho requirements of tho 
future would be. Ho thought that in four 
or five years it would be easier to determine 
how much accommodation would bo neces- 
Bary. He held that the proposed expendi- 
ture could not be defended before the people 
of the Province, even if it could carry in 
tho House. Tho investment of moneys in 
public roada would pay fur better, and if 
$600,000 wero borrowed for this purposo 
tho increaaed rovenuo resulting therefrom 
would put tho Province in a very much bet- 
ter position financially. 

Mr. SPEAKER reminded the hon. gentle- 
man that he was travelling wide of tho mat- 
ter beforo tho House. 

Mr. Cotton contended thero was 
nothing in the Estimates worth discussing, 
und if he was prevented from talking about 
outside matters he would not bo able to 
speak as ho would like. 

Hon. Mr. Beavkn, on the point of order, 
said thu application of the quotation from 
May was not accurate. If ihe hon. mem- 
ber from Vancouver wero going to move an 
amendment based on the remarks he wus 
making, the reference to the subiect was 
quite in order. ^Further than thia, he 
charged lint the Government waa endeavor- 
ing to stitlc discussion. 

Hon. Mr. Pooley — You can discuss tho 
subject all you liko at the proper time. 

Mit. Sword said tho "budget" wa3 the 
occasion for tho airing of all grievances, 
and this vote of money for now parliament 
buildings was considered by many membera 
a grievance. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said he was rather sorry 
t he question had been raised as it had, as 
he would like to havo heard what hon. 
members had to say about tho proposed vote 
for new Government buildings. But tho 
question having been raised, thero was no 
doubt about tho rule, and ho hoped no hon. 
member would say thero was any attempt 
to stifle discuasion. On the contrary, he 
took it that the motive of the hon. Presi- 
dent of the Council, in drawing attention to 
the rule, was that thia queation should bo 
properly discussed at the proper timo. 
There wore four stages of tho bill, all of 
which could bo debated, so that ample 
scope would be allowed. 

Mn. Cotton moved the adjournment of 
tho House in ordor that he might not em- 
barrass the Government (laughter), and the 
last man iu the world ho would liko to em- 
barrass was the hon. President of the Coun- 
cil. (Renewed laughter,) Continuing, he 
suid that it was a question with him 
whether it would not bo advisable for the 
Government to borrow the sum of $600,000 
to expend on public roads and bridges, 
which would make ' the country go ahead 
by leaps and bounds. 

Hun. Mr. Poolev again called the hon. 
gentleman to order. 

Mr SPEAKER— Did the hon. gentleman 
move the adjournment of the Houso? 

Mr. Cotton — No; I said I thought I 
would have to do so to relieve tho Govern- 
ment of their embarrassment. 

Mr. Speaker— Your remarks aro out of 
ordor. (Liughter). 

Mr. Cotton resumed. Ho said he felt 
like Disraeli in the British Houso of Com- 
mons when he said he had commenced many 
things und had succeeded, und the day 
would come when they would hear him yet. 

An Hon. Member — Proceed, my lord ! 
(Rene weil laughter.) 

Mr. Cotton continued that tho House 
did not represent the Provinco, and ho, along 
with many other members, would like to Bee 
questions of such a great expenditure post- 
poned until after a measure of redistribu- 
tion had come down. It was perhaps too 
soon to publish it, but in course of time ho 
would probably see fit to publish corre- 
spondence he had with tho lato Premier, 
Hon. John Robson, during u period of six 
months beforo tho last redistribution meas- 
ure had come down. He had always given 
that hon. gentleman a fair support 

An Hon. Mem her— I am glad to hoar you 
say eo. 

Mr. Cotton— I don't wish to bo egotisti- 
cal, but I am always willing to record my 
good deeds. (Laughter.) Ho continued that 
he did not want to outline a redistribution 
measure for tho Government, but ho would 
say that Cowichuu district, Victoria dis- 
trict and EsquimaU district would have to 
bo reduced as to representation. Why in 
hia own election he had polled a greater 
vote than tho combined vote of the gentle- 
men who hud been elected from these con- 
stituencies ! Was party to bo preferred to 
the country's interest ? Ho did not forget 
that tho Houso was indebted to these con- 
stituences for the hon. President of the 
Council, the hon, Premier and Mr. Speaker, 
but because tho constituencies wero wiped 
out, tho House need not lose the services of 
theso hon. gentlemen. For inatanco, Van- 
couver would bo a good seat — perhaps a 
little difficult to ride sometimes — for the 
hon. Premier. (Laughter. ) He would fur- 
ther Buggest that Westminster, Yalo and 
Vancouver needed moro members. At ono 
time there had been a fooling of what was 
culled "balance of power " but this happily 
was disappearing und there was no section- 
alism. (Hear, hear.) After giving his 
views of how tho constituencies of Alberni 
and tho Islands should bo altered, he ro 
ferred to old Cariboo, whicli ho said should 
be given another chance. Ho wished? in 
concluding, to givo an emphatic denial to 
the impression which seemed to havo got 
abroad lhat thero wero those who 
would liko to havo tho Capital 
removed from Victoria. Should kucIi a 
question ever arise, ho would bo found on 
tho side of thono who were unhesitatingly 
opposed to it. And ho hoped tho affection 
and esteem thus shown would bo recipro- 
cated by Victoria towards tho Mainland.

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|N«HERE is nothing new 
m £ under tho sun; nothin, 
vhatever. 

If that is not a new saying, it is a very 
truo one, and most truo things are old", 
and most old things are truo, so that tho 
wonder is why they have not been ac- 
cepted and done with long ago. Tho 
reason, I suppose, is that every new gen- 
eration, every now individual, in fact, in- 
sists upon acquiring his own information 
for himself and scorns "other mens 
leavings." 

Certainly this question of international 
marriages is old. I remember as u little 
child sitting up at a table to look at tho 
pictures in a big Bible, and my favorite 
was a very spirited cartoon representing 
tho Benjaminites descending upon the 
vineyards of Shiloh, I believe it was, and 
each man seizing a struggling maiden to 
carry away to bo made his wife. I used 
to clamor, they tell me, to be shown tho 
"Gentlemen of Benjamin," as I called 
it. 

■ Thero in that 6amo old Bible wo aro 
told that tho sons of God married tho 
daughters of men, probably tho earliest 
recorded instance of international mar- 
riages. 

Later on in life I learned the story of 
tho rape of the Sabines, and pondered 
much upon tho probable after lifo of 
thoso unwilling brides, and even ven- 
tured in my cynical young mind to wish 
that a fleet of Sabines might sail into the 
gulf of Mexico and carry away certain 
obnoxious elderly maids from the envi- 
rons of New Orleans. 

Neither history nor tradition tells us 
how any of these international mar- 
riages prospered, but I am inclined to 
judge badly. I daro say tho sons of 
God, whoever they may have been, wero 
prim and priggish and soon concluded 
that the daughters of men wero a bad 
lot, and they wero sorry they had under- 
taken their conversion. And I dare say 
thoso merry maids of Shiloh sighed more 
than once for tho pleasant vineyards 
whence they had been torn and the care- 
less dances which bad been their prin- 
cipal occupation. 

As for the Sabine brides, ono can well 
imagine tho remarks they would upon 
occasion make to their bridegrooms, or 
rather to their masters, upon tho rude 
fashion of their wooing, and how often, 
in whatever language Sabines used, they 
would say: 

"What else could I expect from such a 
brute as you showed yourself that day?" 
And probably tho Sabine gentleman re- 
sponded with a contemptuous flip of his 
callous fingers or perhaps a touch of his 
■whip. 

William of Normandy, wishing to 
make an international marriage with 
Matilda of Flanders, waylaid her as she 
camo from church, dragged her from her 
palfrey, rolled her in tho dirt and gave 
her a good beating with his stirrup leath- 



pose thero i3 no civilized woman in the 
World possessed of so much honorable 
freedom as the American wife. I say 
honorable freedom as distinguishing her 
condition from that of the women of the 
deini monde in Paris and other places 
who have secured for themselves a sort 
of freedom, or rather of lawlessness, 
which can certainly not bo styled hon- 
orable. No, certainly, thero is no woman 
in tho world with moro possibilities of 
happiness beforo her than an American 
woman married to a typical American 
man. There aro other men in tho worh' 
who make better lovers. Borneo, the pat- 
tern and model of lovers, could not pos- 
sibly have been an American. Othello 
wooed Desdemona as never American 
wooed or could woo. 

Ono can hardly imagine General Grant, 
for instance, recapitulating his battles 
and making much of his "hairbreadth 
escapes by sea and land" for tho edifica- 
tion of a young lady whom ho wished to 
marry. And yet I, for one, would rather 
havo been Mrs. Grant than Mrs. Othello, 
or oven Mrs. Romeo Montague, for even 
as tho Moor killed his wifo from jealousy 
tho Italian certainly would havo neg- 
lected and slighted his while ho sang 
under tho balcon}- of some other Juliet. 
True, ho would have expected her to take 
tho same liberty so long as she didn't get 
found out, but that state of things can 
hardly bo classed under tho head of 
happy marriages. 

All men of tho Latin races — Italians, 
Frenchmen, Spaniards, Portuguese— aro 
endowed by nature with tho gift of love- 
making. They can look across tho room 
a hundred things moro eloquent than 
a Saxon could say on tho fairest moon- 
light night that ever shone. Give him 
tho moonlight night, and ho not only 
looks but speaks like Apollo, like the 
syrens, like Mephistopheles himself, who 
is, as all accounts agree, tho most fas- 
cinating creature in tho world until you 
become too well acquainted with him. 

But this irresistii ■'".< Latin lover makes 
an extremely peer Losband. In fact, tho 
honeymoon is scarcely over before he re- 
sumes tho occupation of lovemaking, 
only now thoso glances, thoso whispers, 
thoso adoring protestations, aro devoted 
to somebody else. Ho has coursed his 
hare and captured her: he has charmed 
tho bird oil' the bough and caged her. 
Now he look's for a hare and a bird who 
nre still at liberty and still can give him 
the pleasure of tho chase. 

Make lovo to one's wife! He laughs in 
good natured contempt at tho absurd 
suggestion, and with a final twist of his 
moustache, a final survey of his invinci- 
blo self in tho mirror, ho walks away 
leaving la signora or madame to pass 
her lonely hours as she will. 

As a general thing she contrives that 
they shall not bo lonely. But, after all, 
this is not tho ideal marriage, is it: 
Now, if tho signora or madame is an 
American girl accustomed to an Amer- 
ican father and his domestic manners, 
she doesn't take tho new ways at all 



that is like nothing else but heaven and a 
baby's eyes.

the study of law and was tho author of 
tho bill amending the constitution of tho 
stato so that women could practice in 
the courts.

that sho and her maidens embroidered 
tho Bayeux tapestries in his honor, so I 
suppose that sho was neither maimed in 
body nor unforgiving in spirit.

Mario Antoinette, whom the French ac- 
cused before all things of being an Aus- 
trian (l'Auutrichienne)— in fact, tho list 
is endless of unhappy royal interna- 
tional marriages, and wo leave -.hem as 
wo find them for warning lights. 
I In our own day and timo we havo plen- 
ty of examples ready at hand. Probably 
every one of us is personally cognizant 
of some international marriage and can 
answer for ourselves whether, as a gen- 
eral thing, these marriages havo been 
successful. Thoso which I have ob- 
served havo not, or at least not when the 
brido was an American and the bride- 
groom of another nationality. Tho truth 
is that American men make tho very 
best husbands of any men in tho world, 
and American girls aro trained in their 
ideas of the relative obligations of hus- 
bands and wives by what they observe 
at homo of their own parents and are ut- 
terly ignorant of what any other than an 
American man expects of his wife. 

Tho American, sincerely and uncon- 
sciously, respects and admires woman 
as a class. He feels that sho is a creature 
to bo shielded, protected, petted, ca- 
ressed, not only while sho is a young 
maiden whom ho is wooing, but after 
eto. ^conies a wife and mother. I Bup- 



ers. I believe it was after that episode Latin ^ance, for there aro points in 

common between the mother country 
and her independent daughter which 
make more harmony. Thero is a com- 
mon language, generally a common re- 
ligion, and an unwritten codo of ethics 
and manners which is pretty generally 
shared by each. 

The British lover and tho American 
iover aro about on a par, although the 
Englishman, as a general thing, assumes 
as soon as ho is engaged a certain air of 
authority and proprietorship which tho 
American never dreams of at any period 
of his career as a lover and husband. 

I feel sure that in the English mar- 
riage service tho "obey" is .spoiled with a 
big "O," for it seems tho principal point 
of the bride's new duties, and the fiancee 
is cheerfully ready to begin to practice 
her obligations. If sho tries to rebel, 
her mother and friends, perhaps her be- 
trothed himself, call her to account with 
tho threat that if sho doesn't take care 
sho will lose her opportunity. Jack or 
Tom or Ned will feel that so untractablo 
a girl will make a poor wife, and ho will 
be olf his bargain. 

Say that to an American girl, and 
what walls or roofs would contain her 
scorn? Sho would return that young 
man's rings and letters before tho hour 
was out and not know him tho next tims 
sho met him. But with the English girl 
a different heredity and a different train- 
ing have produced an entirely different 
temperament. Sho also has insensibly 
gathered from the mutual demeanor of 
her father and mother tho standard of 
matrimonial manners and obligations. 
Sho perceives that her mother's first duty 
is to defer in all things to her father; to 
provide for his physical comfort at the 
expense perhaps of her own; to coax, ca- 
jole, persuade or deceive him into con- 
senting to an entertainment, an expedi- 
tion, a new gown or a new visitor. Tho 
father is a little Jupiter, and tho mother 
is an "ox eyed Juno" whoso principal 
virtue is amiable submission, and whose 
principal study is how to circumvent 
the Thunderer. 

Of courso tho girl accepts her father 
as tho highest and noblest. type of a hus- 
band, and her mother as tho inevitable 
typo of wlfo, and Iter character niolds it- 
self insensibly to ^ tjieso hinj^ations and

kindly. Sho does not want to have some | her voice is pleasing, and her manner i 
other woman's husband come and senti- 
mentally console her for tho desertion 
of his own spouse. Although in Rome, 
sho declines to do what tho Romans do, 
but persists in demanding that Rome 
should do as New York or Boston or 
Philadelphia does. She doesn't succeed 
in creating a new codo of international 
marriage relations, poor little soul, and 
tho result is, as a usual thing, tragic, 
Either sho beats or bruises herself to 
pieces in dashing against tho walls of 
the inevitable or she accepts her fate in 
a reckless spirit that carries her a great 
deal too far. She does "console herself" 
with a vengeance, and misery, warfare, 
perhaps divorce, perhaps death, aro the 
results. 

But tho more common form of inter- 
national marriage is not between an 
American and a Latin, but a. sort of 
cousinly alliance between an English, 
Irish or Scotch man with tho American 
girl, whoso blood is generally derived 
from one or tho other of these divisions 
of tho Anglo-Saxon race.

Chinese Labor Denounced, But No 
Guarantee Giveu tor Imme- 
diate Relief. 

Tho public mooting held in the Council 
Chamber last night was largely attended, 
bub not altogether by the unemployed, un- 
der whose auspices it was culled. The 
Mayor was moved to the chair, and read the 
notice convening the meeting. 

Mr. R. 11. Ward moved a resolution de- 
claring that there are a largo number of 
unemployed workmen in the city in desti- 
tute circumstances, numbers of whom wero 
induced to come to this Provinco by adver- 
tiacmonta and pamphlets circulated in the 
older cointnunities ; that tho promises thus 
held out have so far turned out to be vain 
and delusive ; that tho lack of employment 
is in a great measure caused by 
the land being withheld by hind specula- 
tion, and the number of Chinamen to be 
competed with; and that under those circum- 
stances tho City Council should be called 
upon to take immediate steps to continue 
the system of sewerage at preseut undor 
construction, and that the same be done by 
day labor. 

The present depression waa declared to 
bo due to the reaction from tho "boom " or 
fictitious elevation oi laud values, and the 
Council were called upon to request the 
Provincial Government to take into con- 
sideration whether or not eomo amelior- 
ation of the present deplorable circumstan- 
ces could not be found in tho alteration of 
the land laws of this Province. It wus also 
declared that men wcro brought from their 
homes to this Province by misleading liter- 
ature, nnd resolved that the representatives 
oi the Province be requested to advocate 
tho raising of the Chinese per capita tax to 
if'iOO. 

Mr. B, R. Dalpin said that ho aliould like 
to see overy workiucnian thoroughly inde- 
pendent, aiid not obliged to beg for woi k, 
lie wont into figures to show that the work- 
ingman's lot wna not a very happy one. At 
§2 per day tho worliingman would make 
per annum, and if ho were a man of 
family, at the end of his year, with dead 
economy, he would not have more than 852 
to his credit. If ho were idle for twenty 
days during the ycur he could not afford to 
pay his legitimate debts. The workingman 
got but 10 per cent, of his labor, while all 
other producers made from -15 to DO per 
cent. Matters should ho ao nrranged that 
a man Bbould bo able to live and support his 
family in comfort and honesty. 

Rev. H. Stadtluigen next addressed the 
meeting. Aa a missionary in the city ho 
said that ho had many opportunities of 
knowing the condition of the working class. 
Ho argued that u few hundred men might 
bo employed in improving the Banitary con- 
dition of the city. Ho advised his friends 
to apply to that noblo man, Mayor Beaven, 
who no doubt would give something to the 
poor working man out of his salary of S'2,000 
per year. Then the Aldermen had S'JOO a 
year, which they might well contribute to 
ulleviate the provailing distress. Amid 
cries of "Time, time," the Bpeaker left the 
platform. 

Mr. John Cook declared for himself and 
the other workmen present that they did 
not want charity, bat an honest day's pay 
for an honest day'a work. Ho alluded to the 
munuer in which the Pacific Coast is adver- 
tised in the East, and suid that this "boom- 
ing " waB tho cause of much misery to those 
who wcro misled by it. Ho was himself 
one of those thus imposed upon, aa instead 
of getting from §3 to §5 por day, as ho ex- 
pected, ho found he could get little or 
nothing to do, with Chinese labor to com- 
pete with. Something ought to be done by 
which a British subject— a white man — 
might get a preference to the Chinese. 

Messrs. H. Marymouut, H. P. Jaoobson, 
and J. Jobson were called upon to address 
the meeting, but did not respond. 

Mr. Ii. £L West declared the object of 
the meeting to be that of securing for the 
unemployed work at reasonable wages, and 
in Btich a manner as would be in no way 
injurious to their fellow citizens. He thought 
the best way to accomplish tho object in 
viow was for tho city to complete the 
eowei'agc system, and that by day labor. 
(Applause.) Municipalities, ho contended, 
should have their own work done under 
proper supervision, and not as was the Mc- 
liean co»tract, by ulien labor. He de- 
nounced the authorities for handing over 
tho lands of the Province to speculators, and 
thus crowding people into the cities to make 
competition more keen and life miserable. 
Alluding to tho question of Chinese labor, 
the speaker declared this class to bo a detri- 
ment to the city and country. They 
heard a great deal of tho loyalty of Vic- 
torians, hut when their loyalty waa put to a 
test they would employ a Chinaman overy 
tinio instead of a fellow countryman. 
Working men should protest against 
the importation of Chinamen, and not be 
persuaded that trade with China would 
ever compensate for the damage done by 
the importation of disease and alien labor. 

Mr. King told the tale of his experience 
in British Columbia. Owing to tho distri- 
bution of misleading reports in his homo in 
Nova Scotia, ho was, ho aaid, induced to 
como out to Victoria with his family. He 
hud been seventeen montha here and had 
only got 93 days' work. 

Mr. Keith, M.P.P., declared the Chinese 
difficulty to bo the greatest with which they 
had to contend in tliia Province. The 
United States and Australia realized 
the danger of tho Chinese overcrowding 
them and were now excluding them. If 
British Columbians did not do the same 
thing they would themselves be turned out 
by the Chinese. 

Aid. Miller took the platform in responso 
to repeated calls. Ho declared that 75 per 
cent, of tho employers of this city had less 
to their credit in the bank than the major 
ity of their employes. (Hisses.) Ho 
avowed himself willing and anxious lo help 
tho unemployed, and pointed out that the 
city could hut employ laborers, and when 
one of tho speakers spoko of $2 per day it 
waa misleading. Brick-Iuyers got $5 por 



day, printers S3 50 and other tradesmen in 
proportion. If the unemployed would but 
get together and decide upon some practical 
plan of operation, he would be happy to 
assist them. 

Mr. Burk argued that the Mayor and 
aldermen should improve tho thoroughfures 
and sewcrugo of the city, thus giving em- 
ploymenk and inducing capital to come in. 

Mr. Shanks argued that the best remedy 
for the workiuginau was to select working- 
men to represent him in t ho public bodies 
of the country. Tho class of men sent to 
tho legislatures of the country wero not tho 
friends of the workingman. 

The Mayor, beforo putting tho resolution, 
expressed his regret that pec-plo should bo 
brought to this city under a misapprehen- 
sion. It waa also to ho regretted that there 
wero in Victoria at present a largo num- 
ber of men out of work, and this 
disagreeable state of affuirs caused the 
aldermen and hiniRelf considerable anxiety. 
But thon it should bo remembered that tho 
Board of Aldermen were limited in power, 
and without tho ratepayers' approval could 
not undertake any large expenditure of 
money, such aa the completion of the sewer- 
age system. He explained that when the 
S:iO0,UU0 voted for the sewcrugo works was 
nearly expended, a by-law was submitted 
for a further sum, but tho ratepayers did 
not bco fit to vote the money, and conse- 
quently the worh could not be proceeded 
with. The present City Council had been 
but two months in office and 
had expended 816,000 on roads, streets 
and bridges during that time. Ho 
spoke at sotno length on tho Chinese 
question, and was about to put the resolu- 
tion when one of tho workmen asked if the 
sewerngo system could bo proceeded with 
until house connections were made as sug- 
gested. 

Tho Mayor explained that tho connec- 
tions would bo made at private expense. 

The interrogator then suggested that the 
workmen could not hope for immediate em- 
ployment, even if the resolution were 
adopted. 

His Worship said ho could not hold out 
hopes of immediate employment being se- 
cured by tho adoption of tho. resolution. 

The resolution waa put and passed unan- 
imously, and the meeting broke up at 11:30.

MONTREAL MATTERS. 

Archbishop radio Severely Criticized by "La 
Patria "—Opening of the New Victoria 
Hospital. 

Montreal, March 13,— (Special)— La 
Patrie praises Hon. Mr. L.uirier highly for 
his speech on the Manitoba school question 
and takes occasion to severely biaine Arch- 
bishop Tacho and the whole Catholic 
hierarchy for having opposed the Liberal 
leader in the interest of those whom it calls 
a gang of fanatics. The articles concludes : 
" bishop Tache, history will judge you und 
your friends severely, and it will only bo 
justice." 

The new Victoria hospital, given by Lord 
Mount-Stephen and Sir Donald A. Smith, 
will bo opened in Muy. It will cost about 
a million dollars. 



AFGHAN EXCITEMENT. 



Calcutta, March 13.— The Ameer of 
Afghanistan has written to tho Viceroy of 
India that he will not meet Lord Roberta 
to confer with him as to the trouble among 
the tribes on the frontier, Tho 
Ameer claims for himself tho right 
to deal with these tribes according 
to tho sacred laws of his people, 
and objects to all interference 
from the outside. Ho says that 
the arming of the Afghans is designed to 
meet an attack either from England or 
Russia. He professes special friendship for 
England and readiness to co-operate with 
her in any feasible plan for preserving the 
intogrity of tho northwestern frontier. The 
Afghans are greatly excited by rumors of a 
coming attuck by tho British. 



Ho asked Victoria to bIiow a confidence and 
a trust in other parts of tho Provinco and 
then any reasonable sum of money neceB- 
sary for tho proper and dignified mainten- 
ance of the seat of government here would bo 
readily and willingly and freely granted. 
In conclusion, ho asked members on both 
sides of tho House, and especially those who 
composed the Government, to consider most 
carefully and earnestly tho questions with 
Which the Houso would have to deal before 
the closo of tho session. They wero ques- 
tions fraught with momentous isaue3 to the 
Provinco, not ouly at tho present timo but 
in tho future, when all of those here now 
should have passed away. Lot not the de- 
sire for any present advantage, any sectional 
gain, sway their decisions or actions, Let 
all endeavor so to act that tho prosperity 
and progress of tho Province should be 
placed on a firm foundation ; thdt, disre- 
garding any other motives, they should re- 
gard the country us a whole, and bo plan 
things that as the result of their labors such 
a state of things might be brought about as 
should ensure a happy and prosperous and 
a thoroughly united people. (Applause.) 

Jilt. Swoitli continued tho debate. Ho 
claimed that a great many municipalities 
had been formed because tho Government 
was not doing fairly by them. He hoped 
before tho House roso tho Government 
would see its way clear to bring dqwn sup- 
plementary estiuutea which would do 
justice to soma of these districts to which 
he referred. Ho agreed with what had 
been said by tho lion, member for Van- 
couver (Mr. Cotton) as to tho Redistri- 
bution bill and as to tho removal of tho 
Capital. Ho thought a mean allowance of 
$10,000 for roads, etc., in New Westmin- 
ster district, wus not enough. 

Hon. Mil Turner— There is §17,000 in 
the supplementaries 1 

Jin. SWORD claimed even this was not 
enough, and suid it was a disgrace tho way 
tho Government turned over tho roads to 
the municipalities. 

Mr. Grant was astonished that the lion, 
leader of the Government bad had nothing to 
say bo far, notwithstanding trie comment 
that was made on tho policy of the Govern- 
ment. After a general review of the ex- 
penditure in roads, etc., he censured tho 
Government for not taking what ho called 
a more decided stand to make the Dominion 
Government do justice to tho great western 
gateway— British Columbia. He thought 
they should " take a stiffer stand " and de- 
mand, not beg for their rights. There waa 
one matter he wanted to impure about. It 
waa an item iu tho Public Accounts as to 
sinking funds of the Provinco being in- 
vested in inscribed stock. 

Hon. Mr. Turner explained that it 
was one of the conditions of the issuo of 
the stock that tho sinking fund should bo 
invested in it. It was tho plan followed by 
the Dominion Government aud by the Gov- 
ernment of Austialia. Every share of 
stock bought in increased tho security, 
and in course of time the debt was can- 
celled. 

Mr. Grant, continuing, was surprised 
at tho dumbness of tho hon. loador of the 
Opposition and of the hon. Premier. 

Hon. Mr. POOLET — Wo can quite under- 
stand tho hon. leader of the Opposition 
putting you up to speak. (Laughter.) 

Mr Grant continued. He congratulated 
the hon. member for Vancouver city [Mr. 
Cotton) on his remarks on the unity of the 
Province, and hoped all feelinga of Island 
and Mainland being anything but ono and u 
whole would bo buried so deep that not 
even a miner with his pick and shovel could 
dig them up. 

Mil. Martin said when tho matter of the 
new Government buildings camo up he 
would have something to say, but in the 
meantime ho would not cast a silent vote. 
He ridiculed tho idea of the hon. junior 
member for Yale (Mr. Semlin) in suggest- 
ing that tho Government was responsible 
for the loss of stock during the paBt winter. 
The fact waa that tho hard winter was sent 
hy Providence not by tho Government.

Continuing, he was about to speak of the 
smallpox und tho Health bill, when 

Mr. Cotton rose to a point of order. The 
Health bill wus now on tho orders of tho 
day. 

Mr. Speaker — If tho hon. member 
speaks of the smallpox of '62 ho is in order, 
but not so if he speaks of the smallpox of 
'92. (Laughter.) 
Dr Milne— What about cholera? 
Mr. Martin — I am not a doctor. I don't 
know anything about the cholera, and I 
don't know whether you do or not. (1'ro- 
longed laughter.) He moved tho adjourn- 
ment of the debate,
